Code Adopted 
By Costumers 


Manufacture and renting 
clauses fix employment, 
sale, prices

NEW YORK, Sept. 4. — Theatrical 
Costumers’ Association of America, Inc., 
has adopted a code of fair competition 
for the theatrical costume manufactur- 
ing and theatrical costume renting in- 
dustry, and it has been sent to Wash- 
ington for approval by the NRA and 
for the signature of President Roose- 
velt. 

Provisions govern relations of em- 
ployer and employee, working condi- 
tions, hours and wages in the industry, 
and also affect theatrical producers en- 
gaged in presenting professional or ama- 
teur entertainment. Tendency is to 
eliminate the practice of theatrical pro- 
ducers manufacturing costumes in com- 
petition with costumers. 

No employee shall be less than 16 years 
old. Minimum wage shall be 35 cents 
per hour. Maximum hours shall be 40 
except in emergency season, at which 
time employee shall receive 11-3 regu- 
lar wage. This excepts employees re- 
ceiving more than $35 per week. Work- 
ing conditions shall be safe and health- 
ful, respective to sanitation, cleanliness, 
light, etc. 

Unfair trade practices govern the sale 
and rental re: 1. To sell or rent be- 
low cost is prohibited. 2. Terms shall

Device Men Will 
Offer Code Soon 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Manufacturers’ 
Section of the National Association of 
Amusement Parks again discussed a 
code at a special meeting called Thurs- 
day by President Fansher and chair- 
maned by Maurice Piesen, of the code 
committee, in the office of R. S. Uzzell 
on West 42d street. Washington had 
informed Mr. Piesen that a code sepa- 
trate and apart from that of the NAAP 
was “preferred.” Parent association it- 
self, whose code committee chairman is 
Frank W. Darling, feels the same about 
it. 

Matter was thrashed out for three 
hours without definite decision, but it ts 
believed that ultimately the manufac- 
turers’ code will be distinct from that 
of NAAP. as NRA officials consider it 
desirable to segregate operators (parks) 
and manufacturers. Chief factor with 
which the manufacturers are concerned 
is the hours per week clause, their pres- 
ent scale of salaries to employees ex- 
pected to satisfy the administration. 

Mr. Piesen has drawn up 2 trial code 
for ratification by members, with W. P. 
Mangels appointed to supplement it by 
a draft on fair practices. An exception 
will be asked in working hours. Manu- 
facturers will request extraordinary 
hours per week for a specific number 
of weeks within a given pericd. When 
final draft of code is made, a circular 
letter will go out, to members with cop- 
les of it, then a final vote. While there 
is talk of waiting on submitting the 
code to Washington until after the an- 
nual meeting of NAAP, when al! the 


manufacturers will be represented, it is 
believed that a temporary code will be 
Submitted somt time this month.

All must come “under one 
tent,” says Spellman—his 
indoor fair plans go on 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4—A stiff fight 
against exorbitant and prohibitive taxes, 
both existing and impending, on out- 
door and indoor amusements thruout 
the country looms on the horizon. The 
group behind this movement is to be 
known as the American Amusement 
Anti-Tax Association and the first 
meeting has been set for November 7 at 
the Hotel Astor here, according to Frank 
P. Spellman. Mr. Spellman is chairman 
of a committee that has been formed to 
get the anti-tax organization started 
and says that S. W. Gumpertz, general 
manager of the Ringling Bros. and 
Barnum & Bailey Combined Circus, and 
Joseph E. Carr, of Columbus, O., presi- 
dent of the Professional Football League 
and promoter for the Professional Base- 
ball League, are vice-chairmen. This 
committee, he declares, will function 
until permanent officers are elected at 
the Hotel Astor meeting. 

“We expect every branch of outdoor 
and indoor show business and every 
form of sport to be represented at this 
meeting,” says Mr. Spellman, “for if we 
don’t stop this flood of taxes in the 
various States it will spell death for all 
amusements. All must come ‘under one 
tent.’ It is ovr aim to carry on a vigor- 
Ous campaign in every State in the 
Union before their lawmakers meet in 
January.” 

In connection with the various indoor 
expositions which he is promoting, Mr. 
Spellman announces that Elwood Sals- 
bury will become general manager of 
the Frank P. Spellman Enterprises and 
will have offices in the Hollenden Hotel, 
Cleveland, from which he will handle 
the Spellman Western affairs. Other 
additions to the Spellman staff are 
George H. Degnon as assistant general 
manager, to work with Mr. Spellman 
here at the Hotel Astor in an interlock- 
ing suite of five offices to be opened 
September 15. John G. Robinson Jr. 
will also be cn the business staff. 

Mr. Spellman states that the dates for 
the Ohio Miniature World's Fair at 
Madison Square Garden here are Decem- 
ber 8-23. The Irish Pair, direct from 
Treland, which he is promoting, is to 
play four cities—New York (Madison 
Square Garden). Boston (Garden), 
Washington (Auditorium), Cleveland 
Auditorium) and possibly Chicago and 
Kansas City. The Irish Fair in New 
York will be held January 14-26. Amer- 
ica’s Prize Jewels Exhibition, another 
Spellman promotion, is to open at the 
Hotel Astor April 1 and run for five 
months in the lower exhibit halls, in- 
cluding the Grand Golden Hall in the 
center. Mr. Spellman terms the Astor 
exhibit halls the finest in the U. S 

Mr. Spellman also has an option on 
Madison Square Garden here for June

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—The. A. B. Marcus 
Show, now playing in the Middle West, 
is to make a tour of the world during 
‘the coming season. Contract has been 
signed by Charles Hugo to take the 
show, under his management, to Hawaii, 
Japan, China, the Philippines, Java, In- 
dia, Australia and South Africa; thence 
to Egypt, the south of Europe and back 
to New York. 

Hugo, who has had extended experi- 
ence in handling shows in the Far East, 
left yesterday for San Francisco, where 
he will take a boat for Honolulu. He 
- will also visit Shanghai, then return to 
pick up the show on the West Coast and 
embark for the opening stand, the 
Hawaii Theater, Honolulu, early in De- 
cember. Ned Alvord will continue to 
handle publicity for the show. 

It is planned to greatly enlarge the 
show, lengthening it to full two hours 
and increasing the personnel to 60 peo- 
ple. All new scenery and costumes will 
be used. 

Between now and December the show 
will play the principal cities between 
Chicago and the West Coast.

Walkout at Loew’s 
State, New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 4.—Loew’s State 
Theater today is all-sound, and the 
prospects are that it will remain 60, 
unless musicians, stagehands and pro- 
jectionists come to an amicable agree- 
ment with the local manager and the 
New York office as well. The theater 
Was darkened for half an hour before 
it resumed operations Friday with pic- 
ture operators who are not members of 
the union. 

According to statements made by Rod- 
ney Toups, resident manager; Jack Pepi- 
tone, business representative of the 
Musicians’ Mutual Protective Union, and 
O. H. Phelps, business representative of 
the New Orleans Moving Picture Oper- 
ators’ Union, the contract between the 
theater and the musicians’, operators’ and 
stagehands’ unions expired Thursday. 
Mr. Toups said the musicians refused to 
play because he had not been willing to 
be hurried into a new contract with 
their union. He said the operators al- 
lowed him to oven the theater at 11 
o’clock Friday morning and to sell about 
300 tickets, and then when the audience 
was comfortable in the seats quit sud- 
denly upon instructions of their busi- 
néss representatives. 

After the operators left their ma- 
chines, cutting off the picture Broadway 
to Hollywood, Manager Toups hastened 
to the stage and explained to the audi- 
ence that a walkout had eccurred and 
advised all that their money would be 
refundea at the box office. It was then 
that Mr. Toups hired non-union opera- 
tors and in another hour the theater 
Was operating again. The vaudeville 
actors, who had only worked one day 
(Thursday), were given their transporta- 
tion back to New York. 

The walkout was precipitated, accord- 
ing to Mr. Pepitone, by the two weeks’ 
notice which Manager Toups caused to 
be posted in the theater. Mr. Pepitone 
contended that the musicians must be 
given four weeks’ notice, inasmuch as 
the theater is operating under the terms 
of the old contract with the unions, 
which expired on August 31, but which 
it was agreed would not be renewed 
until after it was found what the NRA 
code stipulated for employees of vaude- 
ville and picture theaters.

Crawford and Vocco in Season’s 


Most Important Pop Music Deal 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Rocco Vocco, 
for the past 21 years connected with Lec 
Feist, Inc., and one of the best known 
men in the popular music industry, has 
resigned as professional manager of the 
concern tc enter the firm of De Sylva, 
Brown & Henderson, Inc., as a partner 
with Bobby Crawfcrd. Vocco will be- 
come vice-president and general man- 
ager. Rocco came to New York from 
the Chicago offices of Feist to join the 
newly formed Radio Music Company, of 
which Feist was then a part, and with 
the firm going independent again he re- 
joined the concern. 


The new deal more or iess renews an 
association that started many years ago 
in Chicago when Crawford was a song 
plugger for Vocco. Since that time 
Crawford made sensational strides whils 
with Irving Berlin, Inc., and subse- 
quently teamed Lew Brown, Ray Hen- 
derson and Buddy DeSylva, finally or- 
ganizing the concern bearing their name, 
which became the most successful pop 
music house in the country. Selling out 
to Fox films during the early boom of 
the talkies, each member of the firm 
added approximately one million dollars 
to his respective bankroll. Crawford 
(known to his friends as “The Little 
Jockey”) was hailed as a genius for his 


engineering ability on big deals. Fel- 
lowing the talkie-musical boom he 
bought back the DBH organization 


from Fox for less than a million dollars 
and has been operating it alone until 
now. 


Crawford is again concentrating on 
motion picture music and has signed 
numerous w.-k. writers, as well as closed 
contracts On music rights for major pro- 


ductions. Among the signed writers are 
Mack Gordon and Harry Revel, contracts 
having recently been renewed; Gon Con- 
rad, Archie Gottler and Sicney Mitchell 
are also on the staff and now working 
on movie production scores. Hundreds 
of congratulatory telegrams and cables 
arrived during the past few days from 
everywhere, testifying to the vast friend- 
ship. the Vocco-Crawford duo enjoys.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Foreseeing pos- 
sibility of a clash between riva] stage- 
hands’ and motion picture operators’ 
unions which have formed in opposition 
to IATSE and MPO of the AF of L, it 
was learned today thru the National 
Committee of the Legitimate Theater of 
NRA that Grover Whalen had the mat- 
ter under advisement and that he would 
propose a meeting next week for con- 
ciliations between the groups. 

Empire State Union, motion picture 
operators, has been absorbed by Local 
306 of IATSE and MPO, but it is be- 
lieved that stagehands who balked at 
the consolidation have also formed in a 
body as yet unnamed to seek employ- 
ment in opposition to Local No. 4 in 
Brooklyn. Local No. 1 men had not 
been interfered with so far, a member 
of the local executive board said today. 

Fred Dempsey, IATSE executive, noti- 
fied all locals Saturday that his organi- 
zation has pledged ita support to the 
NRA and that no local shall go out on 
strike. The penalty of a walkout will 
mean the canceling Of the charter of any 
local violating the instructions, he said 
Union contracts with producers are 
pending and amicable conferences are 
now in session after an understanding 
between them at the National Commit- 
tee meeting last Monday. 

Two of the picture operators’ unions 
are the Allied and the Association.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—The National Association of Broadcasters has com- 
pleted its code along with its letter of transmittal and has informed its mem- 
bers accordingly. In a letter from Philip G. Loucks, managing director, employ- 
ment angles are mentioned, also that adoption of the NRA code will supersede 
and presumably release those members who signed local blanket agreements 


whereby they took on additional employees. 


Employment provisions and the 


trade practices are naturally the two most important articles of the NAB code, 


with the outstanding feature of the 
latter being a clause which prohibits a 
broadcaster from knowingly permitting 
an artist to perform on a station or net- 
work who has accepted money in any 
manner for performing special musical 
compositions. This clause is quite simi- 
lar in vein to that of the music pub- 
lishers and is something that was not 
expected to be part of the code origi- 
nally. 


In its letter of transmittal the NAB 
states that its membership is comprised 
of 253 broadcasting stations and that 
statistics being unavailable it is pre- 
sumed that it represents in excess of 
81 per cent of the broadcasting business. 
Mention is also made of the fact that 
NAB membership dues are $30 annually 
where a member’s station has a gross 
income of less than $15,000 annually 
and that approximately 200 stations are 
entitled to the minimum rate. Other 
formalities are gone thru and in the 
preamble radio’s peculiar status is set 
forth.

Peculiar Status 

Preamble reads in part: 

Because the Radio Broadcasting Industry 
is subject to peculiar requirements in the 
matter of long hours of operation, seven days 
per week, emergency maintenance and repair 
work and highly skilled personnel in order to 
enable it to perform the duties expected of it, 
and also to meet the special obligations as to 
the public interest, convenience and necessity 
imposed by Federal statute and regulations 
promulated thereunder, the industry, there- 
fore, cannot be treated in all respects in the 
same manner as manufacturing or mer- 
chandising industries. 

Article I is a paragraph to the effect 
NAB has been designated to act for the 
industry, etc. 

Article II (definitions) defines the 
status of radio broadcasting, the broad- 
caster, network, employee, employer and 


broadcast technician. Article III states 
that the code is to become effective 10 
days after it has been approved by the 
President of the United States. 
Employment Provisions 

Article IV states that employers agree 
as follows: 

1. With respect to hours of operation, to 
conform to the requirements of their licenses, 
as issued by the Federal Radio Commission, 
and the rules and regulations of that com- 
mission, and in any event not to reduce their 
hours of operation by reason of their ad- 
herence to the Code. 

2. After the effective date, not to employ 
any person under 16 years of age, except that 
persons under 16 may be used as talent on 
programs for not more than three hours per 
day, and those hours to be such as will not 
interfere with their schooling. 

3. Not to work any employee for more than 
40 hours per week except as to classes of 
employees enumerated in paragraph 4 hereof. 

4. The maximum hours fixed in the fore- 
going paragraph No. 3 shall not apply to: 

(a) Employees in a managerial or executive 
capacity (including anmouncers and produc- 
tion men), who receive more than $35 per 
week, or, in radio broadcasting stations where 
not more than 10 persons are regularly em- 
ployed, to employees in a managerial or ex- 
ecutive capacity (including announcers and 
production men), who receive more than $25 
per week. 

(b) Outside salesmen. 

(c) Employees om emergency maintenance 
and repair work. 

(d) Radio operators and control men, with 
respect to whom the maximum hours of work 
shall not exceed 48 hours per. week. 

(e) Persons employed on special event pro- 
grams of public interest, with respect to whom 
the maximum hours of work shall not exceed 
an average of the number of hours herein 
prescribed for their class of work per week 
during any six weeks’ period. 

Wage Scales 

5. Not to pay any full-time employees less 
than the following weekly rates: 

(a) Broadcast Technicians, including radio 
operators and comtrol men, not less than $20 
per week, except that in radio broadcasting 
Stations where not more than 10 persons are 
regularly employed the minimum rate of pay 
for broadcast technicians, including radio 
operators and control men, shall be $15 per 
week, Employers shall be entitled to employ 
as apprentices, for any period not to exceed 
six months, persons learning the technique of 
broadcasting control and transmission, the 
minimum rate of pay not to be less than $12 
per week. 

(b) Announcers and program production 
employees not less than $20 per week, except 
that in stations where not more than 10 per- 
sons are regularly employed, the minimum 
rate of pay for employees of this class shall 
be $15 weekly. 

(c) All other employees, except salesmen 
working on commission only, at the rate of 
$15 per week in any city over 500,000 popula. 
tion or In the immediate retail area of such

NEW YORK, SEPT 2.—The Actors’ Betterment Association and Equity will 
confer Tuesday to discuss the disposition of the AF of L’s White Rats charter cov- 


ering the vaude field, in an effort to avoid jurisdictional conflict. 


According to 


Secretary Ralph Whitehead, the ABA does not wish to extend its jurisdiction into 
legit, but does feel it is the most representative of the actor bodies in the vaude- 
ville, presentation and radio fields and therefore desires an amicable understanding 
with Equity over organizing these fields. This meeting comes after a series of talks 


between ABA and Equity officials the 
last several weeks over jurisdiction. The 
first break had come after the ABA 
challenged the adequacy of the legit 
code at the Washington hearings. Since 
then, however, the ABA has announced 
it does not want to usurp Equity’s 
power over legit. The second break came 
when Equity announced its intention of 
organizing yresentation house actors, 
which the ABA wanted to do. Now, 
however, both organizations are getting 
together to end the fight. 

‘Whitehead took a quiet trip to Wash- 
ington last week and reports from there 
reveal he conferred with William Green 
and Frank Morrison, president and sec- 
retary of the American Federation of 


‘Labor, respectively, on the availability 


of the AF of L charter covering vaude- 
ville. Ecdie Dowling, president of the 
ABA, flew to Washington shortly after 
Whitehead's trip and he, tco, is reported 
to have worked on AF of L angles. 

The Whit» Rats charter, Over which 
the fuss is being made, was turned back 
two years 2g0 by William Fitzpatrick 
and Harry Mcuntford to the Associated 
Actors and Actresses of America, the AF 
of L international body covering the 
acting profession. Paul Dullzell, secre- 
tary of Equity, is also secretary of the 
AAAA ana the charter is in his charge. 

Equity, in the meantime, has received 
“favorable” replies from about 100 
Equity members who have played or are 
playing presentation houses to its re- 
quest for indorsement of its intention 
to enter the field. The ABA, on the 
other hand, has called a mass meeting 
of membcrs at the Hotel Edison Wednes- 
day night to discuss its stand on the 
proposed vaude code. At a board of 
governors meeting, over which Georgie 
Price presided Friday, the ABA decided 
to “stop at nothing to better the -con- 
dition of the vaude actors” and that, 
“if an AF of L charter will help it to do 
so, then it wants it.” It also decided 
“not to fight Equity, but to seek its co- 
cperation. 

Altho members only will be admitted 
at the mass meeting, the ABA says that 
those who have made application for 
membership and have not yet received 
a card may call for it at the ABA's 
headquarters or just before the meeting 
in the Hotel Edison ballrcom.

Booking men 
report that they no longer go into 
huddles and vhone each otter about 
what attractions to book or how much 
to give en act and that they generally 
have a free hand in doing tneir booking. 
The cut salary angle, a hangover from 
the pact, still is in existence, altho many 
acts who rebelled against that were 
boosted in salary. 

Up until a month or so ago the book- 
ers had to consult each other whenever 
a special attraction was booked, but this 
is rot being observed now at all. The 
circuits came to no understanding at 
all, put just disregarded past perform- 
ances. The salary situation brought a 
lot of squawks last week, but this week 
there was little said about it, as in a

number of cases it is known that book- 
ers met the demands of acts. 


This condition is attributed to the 
sudden shortage in suitable acts, from 
an opener to a headliner and “name.” 
This week especially the shortage was 
indicated. Yesterday at RKO Arthur 
Willi was frantically seeking to fill his 
shows for the Albee, Brooklyn, and 
Palace today, and didn’t do it until] the 
last minute. Steve Trilling at Warner’s 
was an act shy at one of his houses 
yesterday. This same situation was ex- 
perienced in other booking offices this 
week, both circuit and indie. 


The bookers attribute the shortage 
to both the reopening of more vaude 
houses and the lack of activity in 
putting out new acts. They also claim 
that they have reached the stage where 
they have played everything available 
and have overdone repeat bookings.

Bureau Moves

cases to Chesterfield —

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—The Joint Com- 
plaint Bureau, which for 17 years has 
been the arbitration body of disputes 
between actors and managers, definitely 
fell into the hands of Henry Chester- 
field, treasurer of the NVA Fund, yester- 
day when Major J. O. Donovan, who 
repres2nted the bureau for 14 years, took 
his leave. Chesterfield repeated again 
last night that the bureau will be con- 
ducted from the NVA Clubhouse, prob- 
ably taking place Tuesday, and that Wil- 
liam J. Lee, executive vice-president of 
the Fund, will assist him in its guidance. 

Up until Thursday Major Donovan 
had not received actual word of the 
change, altho he claimed he expected 
he would receive some notice in his pay 
envelope on Saturday. His department 
was actually responsible to Chesterfield 
and Lee, who paid him his salary from 
the NVA Fund, and that if that was 
their decision there was nothing he 
could do about it. With his leaving, 
Donovan turns over about 12 cases to 
Chesterfield and Lee for arbitration. 

These cases include a follow-up on the 
complaint by Earl Carroll that Milton 
Berle was using material in RKO houses 
from Vanities. Donovan sent letters to 
Berle and RKO officials, receiving word 
from Harold B. Franklin that the latter 
cautioned Berle by letter against using 
any material belonging to Carroll. Other 
cases are the complaint of Flo Bender 
and Debs against the State, Baltimore, 
charging that her salary was reduced 
because she played on a boat in Balti- 
more; the complaint of the Curtis & 
Allen Agency that the Yacopi Troupe 
contracted to appear in Europe and 
then refused to make the trip; Kay 
Fayre charges the Paramount Theater 
here with booking her and not carrying 
out the agreement; Lee Carroll charges 
the Duncan Sisters with letting her out 
without notice, and Milton Douglas 
charges Billy Seabury with lifting his 
act. 

The change in affairs of the Joint 
Complaint Bureau brought on a report 
that the VMPA had voted to disband. 
This was vigorously denied by Pat Casey, 
secretary and nominal head of the asso- 
ciation, as well as by Chesterfield. Casey, 
however, also sent out a denial that 
there was any truth to the reports that 
the Complaint Bureau would go to 
Chesterfield and Lee. 


Marco Rumored in Deal 
For Golden Gate, Hillstreet 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 2—A deal is 
brewing whereby Mike Marco, of Fan- 
chon & Marco, will take over the RKO 
Golden Gate Theater in San Francisco 
and the RKO Hillstreet here. Deal is 
being made with W. B. Wagnon, who 
had the RKO house in San Francisco 
returned to him 10 days ago. 

The Golden Gate, long a lemon for 
RKO, has made a right-about-face lately 
under the skillful guidance of Cliff 
Work. Formerly showing a weekly loss, 
the house kas been turning in $3,000 
and $4,000 net each week. However, the 
Hillstreet here has been in the red for 
weeks with a steady run of poor 
pictures. 

Marco has a five-year contract with 
Fox-West Coast to furnish stage shows 
for the Warfield, San Francisco, and the 
agreement has three years yet to run. 
If Marco takes over the Golden Gate 
he will seek an abrogation of the F-wWC 
contract.

Indie vaude spots increase 
—may force competitive 
circuit houses into vaude 


e 

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—-The new vaude 
season looks good, altho it is not ex- 
pected to actually shape up before Octo- 
ber. The season will be held up by the 
pending vaude and picture codes, the 
delayed renewals of 'abor contracts and 
the success or failure of the govern- 
ment’s recovery program. LCespite thesc 
factors, showmen expect the new season 
to at least top last year’s when it finally 
gets under way. Of course, the biggest 
factor is the recovery program. If the 
masses regain purchasing power thru re- 
employment and increased wages, vaude 
will undoubtedly get a break, as vaude- 
filraers cannot compete with picture 
houses’ lower scales while the public’s 
purchasing power is as low as it is now. 

Since the nation’s economic condition 
is definitely on the upswing, showmen 
are optimistic. Already there are good 
signs out of town. Severai big theater 
operators, known to be friendly to 
“flesh” policies, are very active. Harry 
Arthur, always a user of stage shows, is 
lining up a circuit in the East nnd also 
increasing his string of houses in the 
Southwest, in partnership with his 
brothers and Mike Marco. L. N. Nathan- 
son, who has just taken over 18 Fox- 
Poli houses, has always been a liberal 
user of stage shows. 

John Balaban is planning “flesh” every 
other week for the Paramount in Toledo 
and is expected to extend similar policies 
in his other houses. The new Monarch 
Theaters Circuit, run by Milton H. Feld, 
Dave Chatkin and Harry Katz, with Sam 
Katz in the backgrovnd, has already in- 
stalled vaude policies in its Palace, 
Akron; Palace, Youngstown, and Indiana, 
Indianapolis. Feli and Chatkin have 
had plenty of experience with “flesh” 
houses while execs with Publix. Mort 
Singer is planning vaude in several of 
the houses he has just taken over. 

The American Federation of Musicians 
also reports encouraging news from out 
of town. The Orpheum, Salt Lake City, 
is negotiating to add F&M flesh. The 
Lyric, Indianapolis, indie house oper- 
ated by Charlie Olson, drops straight 
films for straight vaude Friday.

It fs kncwn that Lastfogel will attack 
the clause from the angle that it defeats 
the re-employment functions of the 
NRA. He will show how it will mean 
work for actors to play these auditori- 
ums and halls, bringing out certain 
towns where there is No “flesh” in the- 
aters. Such a clause, it is expected he 
will brinz out, will mean that the actor 
is at the mercy of the manager and will 
have no means of independent liveli- 
hood

Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Sept. 2) 
: (First Show) 

The Palace is still alive and kicking 
with its vaudefilm policy, so forget all 
about that swan song that was to have 
been sung with last week’s bill. Deal 
between Syd Cohen and RKO was closed, 
going illo effect today, but the oper- 
ators were forced to continue the cur- 
rent policy because of Loew's refusal to 
release Paramount product, which was 
needed if the Palace went straight pix. 
Last week’s bill did in the nabe of 13 
grand, which isn’t a loser. 

Current show appears to have the 
goods for a healthy week at the box 
office. The usual five acts, headlining 
Nick Lucas and Shaw and Lee, was 
thrown together at the last minute as 
booker Arthur Willi didn’t get word of 
the house’s intention to retain vaude 
until Thursday morning. Shapes up 
okeh, despite the ineffectiveness at this 
first show, but should round out into 
something substantial. Picture is Kath- 
arine Hepburn in Morning Glory. Biz 
was coming in slow but sure. 

Three White Flashes, following Charlie 
Stein’s overture, handle the hello frame 
Nicely with five minutes of roiler skat- 
ing. De the usual in that line, com- 
prising solo, duo and trio stunting, but 
inject a lot of pep, skill and showman- 
ship. Were mitted well. 

Edith Evans and Ray Mayer follow to 
bat out a good laugh and applause 
score. altho for a while it appeared it 
was too early in the day for the folks to 
catch on. Got On soon enough, tho, to 
Ray’s “dopey Willie” style of comedy 
and Fdith’s neat warbling. 

Nick Lucas, treying, got over well, yet 
he didn’t seem to be himself. His voice 
wasn’t hitting on all six as it usually 
does, but even then it was sufficient to 
land with the audience. Sang a brace 
of numbers, including an audience re- 
quest. His guitar strumming is still per- 
fect. 

Shaw and Lee make the Next-to-clos- 
ing session a mirthful one with their de- 
lightful brand of comedy. May be the 
usual jokes, but eke plenty of laughs 
from them thru wise handling. ‘The 
boys pull iines perfectly, mugg excel- 
lently and do other tidbits that register. 
Fared big. 

Chaney and Fox, aided by Dawn O’Day 
ond a male pianist, provide the flash in 
the bye-bye position. Nice enough dance 
act, but no punch. Dance couple are 
graceful and talented, but the routines 
executed are average. Indicated in the 
Bolero number. Miss O’Day brings life 
to the turn with her spirited hotcha ex- 
hibition of tapping. Act is dressed and 
staged neatly. 

Show runs an even hour.

(First Show) 


The Earle appears to be feeling the 
competition of the Stanley, which 
launched its new stage policy last week. 
Business was lighter this week despite 
another attractive eight-act show. 

Opener is the slack wire stunt of 
Boyd and Wallace. As Boyd performs 
on the wire Miss Wallace holds one end 
in her teeth. 

Enzo Rita, local operatic singer with 
a good tenor voice, sings Tell Me To- 
night, You're Mine and an aria from 
Pagliacci. 

Comedy act of Herman Hyde, in which 
trick musical instruments are used. 
Hyde is accompanied by an attractive 
girl who turns from violin playing in 
classical manner to some torrid danc- 
ing. Violins which come apart; piccolos 
with the same carelessness and a bass 
fiddle with some unusual appendages 
are part of Hyde’s funmaking equip- 
ment. 

The dance act of Janette Hackett 
and Dan Carthe is colorful, opening 
with a ballroom waltz and closing with 
a spectacular “bad girl” number, in 
which Miss Hackett portrays a jazz mad 
damsel dancing with the figure of death. 
Vocal accompaniment is well sung by 
Stanley Simmonds. 

Clyde Hager, “international street- 
fakir,” returns once more with his top- 
notch monolog, crying the virtues of 
his famous potato peeler. He has some 
new lines and gags and went over big. 

The Radio Haymakers, three men, a 
woman and a boy, offer another good 
musical act with some old favorite 
melodies featured. With a barn back- 
ground, the affair becomes an im- 
promptu broadcast with good singing, 
particularly from the boy, a series of 
noise impressions by one of the men, 


guitar and piano-accordion duets and 
finishes with a fast xylophone flash. 

Charlie Foy brings fond memories of 
his father, the late Eddie Foy, with his 
comedy and nimble stepping. He is as- 
sisted by Mary O'Donnell, good singer, 
and a weird collection..of four stooges, 
who make their appearance from the 
audience and keep the fun moving at a 
noisy clip. Two of these stooges are 
excellent singers and give two excellent 
duets. 

Closing is the new revue of Rose’s 
Royal Midgets in which the 10 little 
people in the company put on a neat, 
speedy show, with singing, dancing and 
colorful costuming featured. The Italian 
midget scores with his Giddap, Musso- 
lini, song and the little Negro midget 
made a hit with his fast tapping.

Palace, Chicago ° 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Sept. 2) 


After several weeks as star at one of 
the exclusive night clubs here, Sophie 
Tucker returns to the stage as headliner 
of the current bill and it appears as if 
she is going to break the Palace house 
record. At yesterday’s opening it was 
necessary to run an extra show to ac- 
commodate the 10,292 paid admissions, 
which, incidentally, is the first time in 
the history of the house that an extra 
show was given outside of Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays. 

Case Brothers and Marie open the bill 
to a good hand with an interesting wire- 
walking act. Starting off with a diffi- 
cult back somersault on the wire by 
one of the men who then does some 
dance steps and high kicks to the tune 
of 42nd Street, there follows rope skip- 
ping, a back flip, feet to feet on the 
wire and the featured trick, a jump over 
four chairs. 

Britt Wood was an instant hit from 
his first entrance. Dressed in boob cos- 
tume, his bashful, homely rustic char- 
acterization and his infectious manner, 
together with some mean harmonica 
playing, put him over. Opening with 
When You and I Were Young, Maggie, 
he played in succession Darktown Strut- 
ters’ Ball, Double Eagle, My Hero, Old 
Folks at Home and a march number, 
mixing the tunes up with jokes and 
gags. Came back with a guitar and 
yodeled a bit and then played a medley 
on the harmonica, ending with She’ll Be 
Comin’ Round the Mountain. Insistent 
applause brought him back for a bag- 
pipe imitation. Three bows. 

Sophie Tucker came on to an ovation. 
With Ted Shapiro at the piano, the last 
of the “red-hot mammas” dished out a 
bunch of special songs as only she can. 
Her first number, one of several ex- 
clusives by Jack Yellen, called I Want a 
New Deal for the Red-Hot Mammas, 
started her off like a house afire. Con- 
tinued with Stay at Home, Papa; Louis- 
ville Lady and her standby which is 
really the Tucker theme song, Some of 
These Days. Ended her turn with a 
wallop entitled Since the New Beer Came 
Around. Applause that followed was 
Geafening and Sophie had to respond 
to a curtain speech. A sock hit. 

Joe Penner was joined by Monk Pur- 
cell for some comedy dialog after which 
Joe did an amusing comedy arrange- 
ment of the musical recitation The 
Three Trees. Some more crossfire talk 
with Purcell and some fooling with the 
fiddle by Joe led up to his featured 
number, When the Pussywillow Whispers 
to the Catnip, which never fails to en- 
tertain. A restaurant skit and blackout 
closed the act to heavy response. 

Ruth Miles and Eddie Kover and Their 
Revue closed the bill. After an open- 
ing, an eccentric acrobatic posing routine 
that was a combination of Roman and 
modernistic, by five girls, Miles and 
Kover do a very artistic adagio to the 
tune of Manhattan Serenade. The five 
girls, now in Roman costume, do an- 
other number and are joined by Ruth 
and Eddie for a Slave and Master acro- 
batic adagio. Act was beautifully pre- 
sented in a special exotic setting and 
elicited frequent bursts of applause.

Bill Robinson’s Going to Town unit 
substitutes for the usual five-act lay- 
out this half. Like most colored units, 
it is topnotch on speed and dancing 
but weak on comedy and singing. Its 
speed and the presence of that old show- 
man Robinson somewhat make up for 
the deficiencies and the show gets by 
nicely enough. At this performance the 
orchestra was two-thirds full and the 


shelves jammed. The 25-cent price for 
the balconies does the trick. The pic- 
ture was Her Bodyguard (Paramount). 

The show is dominated by Robinson 
and consists of a line of 14 girls, the 
Russell Wooding mixed choir of eight, 
Swan and Lee, Pearl Baines, Jimmy 
Baskette, Shorty and Gay, Harry Swana- 
gan and Ada Brown. Several special 
sets of scenery are carried, along with a 
pit conductor. 

Robinson is on several times. He tells 
a few stories, sings a bit and then 
dances. The dancing, of course, is the 
highlight. His nimbleness and effort- 
less grace while going thru intricate 
routines is a genuine delight. His speed, 
incidentally, came in handy when he 
chased and killed a large rat that 
wandered On the stage in the middle of 
the show, almost throwing the house 
into a panic. 

Ada Brown is featured after Robin- 
son and she was first out in Aunt 
Jemima outfit for a couple of singing 
numbers and then later for Stormy 
Weather. She has a fine clear voice and 
a winning personality, clicking nicely. 

Swan and Lee are head comedians, 
handling their lines well and getting 
extra comedy results from mugging. 
They were handicapped by old material, 
however, and this was the main weak- 
ness of the show. Jimmy Baskette 
helped in the comedy numbers and also 
displayed a pleasant tenor voice in 
Stermy Weather. 

Pearl Baines is featured dancer after 
Robinson, teaming with him a couple 
of times and stepping out for fast solo 
taps. She has excellent appearance and 
looks like a comer. Harry Swanagan is 
pianist for Miss Brown, while Arthur 
Holdstein is special conductor, working 
from the pit. A Lindy hopping team 
rounds out the specialists. 

The line of 14 girls shows good train- 
ing, altho the routines are Not particu- 
larly imaginative. The mixed choir of 
eight is on mostly for background. 
From the production angle only one 
scene stands out, the Stormy Weather 
number.

Loew’s State, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Evening, September 1) 

The picture is the thing this week, 
and the vaude show is more than ever 
subordinated. Maria Gambarelli is the 
headliner, with Barney Rapp’s Orchestra 
and Collins and Peterson supporting, and 
Alf Loyal, Jerome Mann and Walter 
(Dare) Wahl rounding out the bill. The 
film, Geld Diggers of 1933 (Warner), 
will probably draw good business despite 
the fact it already ran several weeks 
at the near-by Strand. 

The show is opened by Alf W. Loyal’s 
dogs. It’s a nice opening turn, routined 
and dressed in real old-time circus style. 
Loyal has a large number of dogs of 
all sizes and shapes and they romp thru 
the paces good-naturedly. A girl acro- 
batic dancer helps out, and a man and 
woman handle the props. 

Jerome Mann, one of vaude’s younger 
impersonators, did very well. He opens 
with a pop song and then impersonates 
Georgie Jessel, Singing Sam, Walter 
Winchell, Ben Bernie, Ed Wynn, Cheva- 
lier and Pat Rooney. The impersona- 
tions are not sensational and it’s Mann’s 
youth and snap that really put him over. 

Walter (Dare) Wah! is assisted by 
Emmett Oldfield in a knock-about com- 
edy acrobatic turn. They work in panto, 
drawing good laugh returns and doing 
a straight acro stunt for a getaway en- 
core. 

Maria Gambarelli is a graceful and 
lovely ballet dancer and gets over de- 
spite the unimaginative staging of her 
act. She does a modern syncopated 
number, a ballet and a modernistic 
dance, the latter with Bert Prival. Prival 
is on alone for two punchy acrobatic 
dances. Al Evans is at the piano thru- 
out, 

Marty Collins and Harry Peterson went 
big with their comedy chatter, singing 
and cornet playing. ‘They keep their 
gags up to date, which is something in 
vaude, and in addition keep the act 
moving at a snappy pace. Drew steady 
laughs here and walked off to a heavy 
hand. 

Barney Rapp’s Orchestra, doubling 
from the Hotel New Yorker, closed the

Paul Nolan was the starter in a very 
perfect juggling act which is pleasant 
to watch.

Joe Phillips and Company is like his 
old act and he has Harry Shannon with 
him to carry off straight stuff like Vic- 
tor McLaglen did with him on the Coast.

Allite Revue was breaking in with a 
lavish array of neon lights, scenery and 
attractive costuming.

DE LUXE SHOWS 


Radio City Music Hall, N. Y. 


(Reviewed Thursday Afternoon, Aug. 31) 
(First Show) 


Again we have another typical “Roxy” 
stage show—see one and yOu see them 
all. What the “flesh” needs here is a 
blood transfusion, bringing in new blood 
to supplement that of the old. The 
new producers could alternate with the 
old ones, thus the shows wouldn't be- 
come stereotyped. When John Murray 
Anderson put on a couple of shows here 
not so long ago the change in style was 
evident. 

The current show is in the same 
category as those seen weekly, the sym- 
phony orchestra wades thru _ heavy 
music, the ballet and Roxyettes dance, 
the choral ensemble warbles and then 
they’re all thrown together for an im- 
pression of Alice in Wonderland. Again, 
also, the house lets off steam, this com- 
ing as a curtainer for the “Alice” 
affair. 

Current stage show runs exactly 38 
minutes, which doesn't include the nine 
minutes of overture. Order of running 
was changed at this viewing, the news- 
reel being sandwiched between the con- 
sole work and overture, while an ani- 
mated color cartoon interspersed the 
two stage sessions. Picture is Lionel 
Barrymore in Ore Man’s Journey. Busi- 
ness at this show was as big as ever. 

The symphony orchestra handles 
Thomas’ Carnival de Venice, which, to 
quote the program, “is arranged to show 
the virtuosity of the first-chair mem- 
bers of our orchestra.” Done okeh, giv- 
ing the boys a spotlight break, but it 
resembles the style of Overtures you 
associate with the average nabe vaude- 
filmer. 

First half of the stage show is split up 
into three divisions. First, the Corps 
de Ballet make a messy showing. The 
fault is part theirs, as they lacked pre- 
cision and did not keep their lines, but 
on the other hand the routines are 
nothing to speak of. Patricia Bowman, 
back again, solos in this session, doing 
well. Next comes the choral ensemb!e 
of 50 voices devoting attention to Liszt's 
Lieberstraum, which it does effectively. 
A couple, Natalie Bodansky and Jan 
Peerce, do special singing and reveal 
splendid voices. Also, there’s another 
toe dancer, this time it’s Jane Sproule, 
who runs Miss Bowman a close nace. 
Then, with the third number, this half 
of the show wakes up. The Roxyettes 
take the stage and as ever they’re 
superb. These kids observe unusual 
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precision, 
audience, 
The impression from Alice in Wonder- 
land is beautifully done and all that, 
but you'd hardly associate it with the 
fairy tale if it wasn’t for the singing 
introduction and the sign on the set. 
There’s singing, dancing. music, whis- 
tling and what not amid a stage that’s 
replete with color and beauty brought 
cut by the settings and costumes.

Original Roxy, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, September 1) 


One thing the Original Roxy can 
boast of is that it has taught the public 
how to take it. Seems no matter what 
is dished out in this house or how it’s 
dished there’s capacity trade every 
week. The picture is another Summer- 
ville-Pitts feature (Universal), which 
shouldn’t account for the packed house, 
so it must be the price on the box-office 
window, plus the stage show, plus 
Tarzan the Fearless (serial), plus Her 
First Mate and everything else on the 
program 

The show opens with the customary 
p. a. announcements, this week featur- 
ing the gag of Huey Long singing 
Blackeyed Susie Brown from the men’s 
room of the Sands Point Club. The Gae 
Foster Girls pick up from there, doing 
a nice enough routine with illuminated 
sticks. With the Foster girls still on 
Stage, a clever but unbilled young 
saxophonist comes down to do a bit of 
dancing while playing the saxophone 
and swinging a lariat, then into a Ted 
Lewis version of the St. Louis Blues 
while playing two clarinets and doing 
backbends. Off to a nice hand. 

Dave Schooler, back after a week's 
vacation, takes the stage to put the ork 
thru its paces with a medley of popular 
numbers. Paul Gherritz, a personable 
young man with a remarkable resem- 
blance to Robert Montgomery, which for 
a moment has the audience buffaloed, 
follows with some of the most remark- 
able roller skating this writer has seen 
in many a day. Not a sensational trick 
in the routine, but the skating is done 
with such grace, precision and show- 
manship that the audience insisted on 
more. 

After the closing and reopening of the 
curtains the Catchalots are revealed in 
a statuesque pose which they keep while 
the Foster Girls attempt a ballet which 
was poorly routined. The Catchalots 
(the name was certainly meant to be 
euphonious or plain phony) break the 
pose and come down to provide some 
real clever acrobatics. Went over to a 
Nice hand while the Foster Girls fin- 
ished the ballet. 

Schooler again takes the stage, and 
how they go for him in this house, to 
introduce Barry and Whitlege, who pro- 
vide their regular vaude act with a 
sprinkling of new gags that the audi- 
ence must have promised them to 
remember. 

The Singing Siberians, an octet in the 
Russian manner, are in next-to-shut 
and they sing three numbers, plus some 
gagging around with Schooler. They 
seem to just miss, but provided the 
atmosphere for the closing of the show 
which went distinctly Russian. The 
Foster Girls come back in suitable cos- 
tume for a nice native routine, well 
executed, only to be interrupted by 
Karavieff, who offers a grand number 
also in the Russian manner. The show 
closes with everyone on stage for the 
grand exit march.

Paramount, New York

The Paramount’s gone blooey this 
week as far as its stage show is con- 
cerned, and that’s simply because its 
headliner, Frank Pay, doesn’t come thru 
as he should. And it’s because of this 
that the show doesn’t seem sufficient, a 
condition which is aggravated by the 
46-minute running time. The house for 
a time didn’t know whether Fay was to 
appear for some reason or other and it 
looked as tho Al Trahan or Richy Craig 
Jr. was going to get his t. 

Rest of the “flesh” is eh and com- 
prises June Knight, Roy Smeck and 
Paul Draper in addition to the house 
girls, who work at three numbers. Paul 
Oscard did the show, which bears the 
title of Frankie and Junie. Latter makes 
you believe you’d see Fay and Miss 
Knight together thruout the show, but 
it’s not so. Pix is Gary Cooper in One 
Sunday Afternoon, adaptation of the 
legit show currently on the street, 


Business was about three-quarters at 
this supper show. 

House girls do the launching job, with 
16 of them handling a heat novelty. 
Later they're joined by the rest of the 
house troupe for the usual in dance en- 
sembles. Work okeh, but still lacked 
the precision you'd expect so late in the 
day. 

Paul Draper, coming in at the tail 
end of the preceding number, let loose 
an avalanche of tap routines which 
brought him heavy response from the 
audience. He's an excellent dancer 
coupled with a class delivery. Tops off 
his neat tapping with intricate hoofing 
aboard a small circular table. 


Roy Smeck, another of the four sin- 
gles on the bill, follows to rate a big 
reception also. He’s a master of string 
instruments, applying his stuff to the 
banjo and guitar. Best of his efforts is 
on the guitar, which he handles beau- 
tifully. Finishes with strumming an 
impression of Bill Robinson on the 
wooden surface of a uke. 


June Knight makes her first appear- 
ance in this spot to put over that de- 
lightful mumber, Should I Be Sweet, 
which she did in Take a Chance. She 
does it charmingly, singing effectively 
and bringing out the laughs in the song. 
The number serves as a clever routine 
for the line girls, who give that same 
two-tone effect, once sweet and once 
hot. This session found favor with the 
audience. 

Frank Fay fimally takes the stage, 
altho you’d think he might have emseed 
or such. Nothing much happened in 
the 18 minutes he held the spot. Can’t 
expect much because he hasn’t an ounce 
of worth-while material. The laughs 
were few and far between and the ap- 
plause was just a smattering. He's still 
his cocksur2 self and can wield lines if 
he has any. Uses a girl planist and an 
audience plant whose duties are nil. 
Miss Knight works with him also, but 
briefly, doing a takeoff on Ethel Mer- 
man and Jack Haley. Fay also sings 
rll Take an Option on You, from his 
recent Broadway opus. 

Miss Knight and the line girls close 
the show in another production num- 
ber, featuring the song April in Paris. 
The blond Miss Knight sings it sweetly 
while the girls execute a cute routine. 

Emery Deutsch again does a good job 
of conducting the overture, this time 
consisting of Cuban melodies.

The stage show is played down this 
week because of the picture, Broadway 
to Hollywood (MGM), but it is a fine 
show.

The Hale girls are then on again for 
a well-staged Learn To Croon number, 
in which illuminated megaphones and 
novel routines are used, in addition to 
a background bit by Miss Bowan and 
Bolger. A good novelty number. 

Everett Marshall, tall and handsome, 
follows to thrill the gals with his per- 
suasive baritoning.

be 25 per cent down; 25 per cent, week 

before delivery; 25 per cent, when cos- 

tumes are ready for delivery, and 25 per 

cent as the committee shall decide. 

A scale of sale and rental minimums 
affects every type of production, both 
professional and amateur. On the mov- 
ing picture theatrical stage the mini- 
mum rate, where costumes are rented 
from out of stock, shall be $5 per cos- 
tume; minimum rate, when manufac- 
tured, shall be $12.50; motion picture 
productions, $5 minimum for rental and 
$20 for manufactured costume; profes- 
sional drama, rental basis $5 per cos- 
tume; professional musical comedy, 


opera and operetta, $5 for rental and 
$12.50 for manufacture. Rental to pro- 
ductions regarded as repertoire, revival 
or stock may rent costumes at $3 each. 
Amateur productions may rent costumes 
at $3 if for not more than two per- 
formances. Night clubs may rent them 
at $3 with an additional charge of $1.50 
minimum for each additional week. 
Masquerade and dress ball allows $3 
minimum for costumes and $2.50 for 
dress clothes per suit or gown per day. 
Pageants, when 150 costumes or less, 
may rent at $2.50 minimum, and for 
more than 200 costumes, the minimum 
shall be $2. Other regulations pertain 
to schools and colleges, mostly for ama- 
teur entertainments. Minimum rate for 
wigs shall be 75 cents. 

Spirit of other stipulations is to pre- 
vent the following practices: Secret re- 
betes, fraud, deception and misrepresen- 
tation, misbranding, substitution of one 
product for another, false and mislead- 
ing statements, misappropriation of 
competitors’ business, enticing em- 
ployees of competitors, espionage, piracy 
of designs, imitation of trademark, al- 
lowances and breach of contract. The

Sept. 2—Once more the desirable corner stores and second- 


story spots of good capacity as well as a tew basement locations are being snapped 
up, or held by the owners for better odds coincidental with Repeal being in the 
bag for the vast majority of both real estate men and prospective night club and 


cafe operators. 


Whereas all of the many Broadway and other avenue corner 


property was once held under lease by chain stores, such as United and Schulte 


cigar companies as well as the orange 
after the crash of 1929, they are all be- 
ing taken into tow once more. Leases 
are being taken on property that is re- 
garded as a possibility for a cafe license 
after next November or the first of the 
year. Most of this property has been 
leased from month to month or left 
vacant by various business organizations 
that could no longer afford to hold on 
to it. Now there appears to be a great 
rush to hold the spots with any kind of 
a business until Repeal comes in. For 
the first time in years one of the de- 
sirable Broadway corners in Times 
Square is being opened by a Schulte 
cigar store. This is hailed as an indica- 
tion of the return of the good old days 
being expected in the near future. 

Several of the best second-floor spots 
formerly run as Chinese joints are now 
vacant, with the owners waiting to do 
business only with first-class prospects 
who will put in a guilded cafe and large 
show when Repeal comes around. In- 
cluded in such property is the famous 
old Palais Royal, more recently the 
Palais D’Or and a Chinese restaurant 
until 3.2 knocked it cold. This is the 
spot where Paul Whiteman made his 
New York debut and members of the 
400 came to spend their nights. 

Desirable corners and thru short block 
spots with two entrances, one on each 
street, are being opened for the time 
being as 3.2 restaurant places with the 
ultimate idea of the backers opening as 
a full-fledged liquor emporium once Re- 
peal is in effect. Long bars are the 
rule with tables for eating purposes on 
the other wall and intervening space. 

Vast crowds of prospective cafe owners 
are closely following the results of elec- 
tions around the country, and their hero, 
of course, is Postmaster-General James 
A. Farley. Among the chosen cafe and 
restaurant owners now in operation who 
are lending their support to the Repeal 
movement, their liquor license is in the 
bag. 

It is predicted that in addition to the 
night clubs and big no cover charge 
restaurants with huge shows now run- 
ning, there will be at least a good hand- 
ful of spots using name bands and floor 
shows as well as w.-k. artists by the 
early part of next year. Overtures are 
now being made to any name band that 
is a possibility for New York and the 
competition from Chicago is expected 
to raise the salary to an appreciable de- 
gree. At any rate all operators in or 
out of the business are gambling that 
the Eighteenth Amendment will be re- 
pealed by November as per statement of 
Farley. Broadway spots considered de- 
sirable, until recently a liability, are 
once more regarded in the light of an 
asset despite the general poor tone of 
real estate proprtye. Which not only 
applies to Broadway, but not a few spots 
in other parts of the city as well as in 
cities around the country.

— The Tropical 
Gardens, newest beer garden in the 
theater district, opened last week. It 
features an hour and one-half floor 
show, dance music, “16 singing bar- 
maids” and absence of minimum or 
cover charge.

RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 2.—Sale of beer 
becomes legal in Virginia on Monday. 
Under the act just passed as an emer- 
gency measure at a special session of 
the Legislature, retail maximum tax 
schedule in cities of first-class is $50; 
cities of second-class, $25, and in coun- 
ties and towns, $10. 

Counties may, if they desire, impose 
an additional tax of $10 in incorporated 
towns. The only fight on beer legisla- 
tion was Over the excise tax, and on 
this a compromise was effected under 
which the tax was placed at $2.75 per 
barrel and 1 cent per bottle 

Figures in the retail tax schedule are 
placed at the maximum, and it is not 
made compulsory for city councils and 
boards of supervisors to adopt them.

city; at the rate of $14.50 per week in any 
city between 250,000 and 500,000 population 
or in the immediate retail area of such city; 
or at the rate of $14 per week in any city 
between 2,500 and 250,000 population, etc.; or 
at the rate of $12 weekly in towns of less 
than 2,500. 

6. Not to reduce the compensation for em- 
ployment now in excess of the minimum wages 
hereby agreed to (notwithstanding that the 
hours worked in such employment may be 
hereby. reduced) and to increase the pay for 
such employment by an equitable readjustment 
of all pry schedules. 

Article V pertains to collective bar- 
gaining and the employees are given 
the usual right to organize required by 
NRA, but that no employee or anyone 
seeking employment shall be required as 
a condition of employment to join any 
organization, or refrain from joining an 
organization or assisting a labor or- 
ganization of his choosing. Paragraph 
4 states that the selection, retention 
and advancement of employees shall be 
on the basis of individual merit and 
nothing shall impair the right of the 
employer to hire and fire or advance 
employees. 


Trade Practices 


Article VI deals with trade practices 
as follows: 

1. In order to avoid rate cutting, directly 
or indirectly, each broadcaster or network 
shall forthwith publish and file with the 
National Association of Broadcasters, as here- 
inafter provided for, a schedule of all rates 
regularly and currently charged to advertisers 
for the sale of its broadcasting facilities, to- 
gether with all discounts, rebates, refunds 
and commissions allowed to such purchasers 
of such facilities or to their recognized agents, 
such schedule to be known as the Rate Card. 
No broadcasting facilities shall be sold, and no 
discounts, rebates, refunds or commissions al- 
lowed, otherwise than in exact accordance 
with such Rate Card, except that, under con- 
ditions -not specifically covered by the Rate 
Card, sales of broadcasting facilities may be 
at special rates, provided a full written state- 
ment of such conditions and of all such rates 
is immediately filed with the National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters, which association shall 
be authorized to publish such statement in 
full. No Rate Card, or rate charged there- 
under, shall be modified until 30 days after 
the filing with the National Association of 
Broadeasters of the Rate Card with the pro- 
posed modifications. Any granting of dis- 
counts, rebates, refunds, commissions, gratu- 
ities, free time (other than legitimate program 
announcements), or any other commercial 
broadcasting service hot provided for in the 
Rate Card and in the contract entered into 
thereunder or not covered fully by specific re- 
port to the National Association of Broad- 
casters, and any business dome on a cost per 
inquiry or percentage basis, shali be deemed 
unfair trade practice within the meaning of 
this Code. 

2. (a) Agency commissions, not exceeding 
15 per cent, and an additional 2 per cent cash 
discount, may be allowed, but such commis- 
Sions shall be paid only to recognized advertis- 
ing agencies. 

(b) Further commissions totaling not more 
than 15 per cent may be allowed as sales 
commissions. 

{c) Provided, however, that nothing in this 
Code shall be so interpreted as to prohibit or 
limit the payment by a broadcaster or net- 
work of sales commissions to any regularly 
employed salesman or sales representative 
acting as his agent. and nothing in this Code 
shall impair the validity of any contract for 
the sale of broadcasting facilities entered 
into prior to the effective date of this Code, 
but there shall be no voluntary renewal of 
such contracts on terms in violation of this 
Code. 

, 3. No broadcaster or network, directly . or 
indirectly, shall sell or furnish talent or spe- 
cia) recordings, literary or musical rights of 


any sort to any advertiser or his agent at 
less than the actual cost to the broadcaster 
or network of such talent or special record- 
ings, literary or musical rights, unless a fuli 
report of such sale below cost is promptly 
filed in writing with the National Association 
of Broadcasters 

4. No broadcaster or network shall defame 
or disperage a competitor, directly or indi- 

._ rectly. by words or acts which untruthfully 
call in question his business integrity, his 
ability to perform his contracts, his credit 
standings or the quality of his service. 

5. No broadcaster or network shall claim for 
his service a character, scope or quality which 
cannot be substantiated by specific evidence, 
nor shall he claim as regular characteristics 
of his service features which he knows to be 
purely temporary or accidental 


6. No broadcaster or network shall accept 
or knowingly permit any performer, singer, 
musician or orchestra leader employed by 
such broadcaster or network to accept any 
money, gift, bonus, refund, rebate, royalty, 
service, favor or any other thing or act of 
value for performing or having performed 
for any broadcaster or netwdérk when the 
purpose is intended to induce such person to 
sing, play or perform, or to have sung, played 
or performed any works published, copyrighted 
or owned by any music publisher. 

7. No broadcaster or network shall know- 
ingly permit the broadcasting of any ad- 
vertisement of or information concerning any 
lottery, gift enterprise or similar scheme, of- 
fering prizes dependent in whole or in part 
upon lot or chance, or any list of the prizes 
drawn or awarded by means of such lottery, 
gift enterprise or scheme, whether said list 
contains any part or all of such prizes. 

8. No broadcaster or network shall use any 
subterfuge to frustrate the spirit and intent 
of this Code. 


Administrative Provisions 
Article VII reveals that the NAB will 
undertake to check up on the broad- 
casters as follows: 


1. In order to aid in the administration of 
this Code, the Board of Directors of the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters shall have 
the power, for the purpose of local administra- 
tion, to divide the country into districts and 
to appoint, from its members or otherwise, 
local committees for the carrying on of its 
work in such districts and to delegate to any 
one or more of such local committees any of 
its duties or powers hereunder. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Board of 
Directors 

(a) To require from any broadcaster or 
network, and such broadcaster or network 
shall be required to furnish, reports as may be 
prescribed by affirmative vote by two-thirds of 
the Board voting, in such form and substance 
as the Board may direct. Any. false report 
knowingly made to the Board shall be deemed 
a violation of this Code. 

(b) To establish as soon as practicable a 
system of uniform accounting for the broad- 
casting industry. 

(c) To prepare and submit to the National 
Recovery Administration, from time to time, 
such amendments or modifications of this 
Code as may appear desirable to effectuate 
the objects of Section 1, Title I, of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act. 

(d) To recommend such further regula- 
tions as may be necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this Code. 

(e) To represent the broadcasting industry 
in all matters between the National Recovery 
Administration and the broadcasting in- 
dustry. 

(f) To receive and investigate complaints of 
violations of this Code charged against any 
broadcaster or network subject thereto and to 
report thereon if deemed advisable to the 
National Recovery Administration. 

Article VIII touches on the Code in 
regard to the Radio Act of 1927, stating 
that nothing in the Code shall be con- 
strued as consenting to the imposition 
of any licensing requirement on broad- 
casters other than those imposed by the 
provisions of the Radio Act of 1927, etc. 
Article IX refers briefly to amendments 
that may be offered or deemed necessary 
from time to time. 


Free Wine Draws 1,500 
Replies in 10 Minutes 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 2.—John 
P. Mills, prominent West Coast 
promoter and one of the men in- 
volved in the Alexander Pantages 
San Diego case two years ago, has 
introduced a novel stunt to radio 
advertising. Mills is buying spot 
time on a!l Southern California 
radio stations to sell a tract calied 
Vineyard Acres. During the 15- 
minute musical broadcast the an- 
nouncement is made three times 
that to each adult individual an- 
swering their plea for inquiries and 
a circular of the tract a full pint 
bottle of 4 per cent wine made from 
grapes grown on Vineyard Acres 
will be delivered to the inquirer. 

Mills has lined up a strong sell- 
ing force and the salesmen make 
deliveries of the wine and deliver 
their sales talk. Following a period 
over KFI last week 1,500 inquiries 


were received within 10 minutes. 


Rubinoff to Coast-- 
Durante-Etting Set 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2—Dave Rubinoff 
leaves for the Coast after tomorrow 
night’s broadcast for Chase & Sanborn 
coffee and will be heard next Sunday 
night at the same time in a new series 
for the same sponsor on which he will 
be joined by Jimmie Durante and Ruth 
Etting. 


Eddie Cantor, originally scheduled to 
resume the program, is prevented for 
the time being due to delay in com- 
pleting a picture, according to report. 
This will be the Schnozzle’s first real 
commercial series, altho he has appeared 
on various programs as guest star, Bert 
Lahr, comedian, who ha- been taking 
part on the Sunday nigri programs, will 
be heard again on October 4, when he 
and George Olsen start a series for 
Chase & Sanborn tea, spot now held 
by Fannie Brice.

Chains Find August the Turning 


Point -- First Gains Since March 


NEW YORK, Sept 2.—August proved 
the turning point for the networks and 
for the first time in four years it failed 
to be the lowest month of the year in 
point of revenue for sale of time and 
facilities. Thus July takes it on the 
chin as the lowest month of the year, 
the rap that heretofore has always been 
hung on August. That a definite tho 
comparatively small* upturn is at hand 
a month “srlier than expected is hailed 
with optimistic glee and for the first 
time since last March the revenue has 
begun to clinth instead of fall off. 

National Broadcasting Company re- 
ceived a total of $1,407,843 for the 
month of August. Broken down the 
receipts are $869054 for the Red net- 
work, and $459,413 for the Blue webb. 
Balance is from the Pacific Coast divi- 


sion. This compares with %43,000 less 
business done in July, and with $1,745,- 
338 done in August, 1932. March, the 
high point of 1933 thus far, saw a total 
revenue of $1,997.463 

Columbia Broadcasting System did 
$449,638 in August, which compares to 
$445,414 for July and with $540,342 done 
in August of 1932. 

The current month is expected to 
show a vast improvement over August 
of course for both networks, and by Oc- 
tober revenue for facilities is hoped to 
show the results of the many new ac- 
ccunts thot have been piled up the past 
several weeks. Sales departments of the 
chain are not letting up, however, and 
are still hot on the job in effort to sell 
every minute of open time in spots stil! 
open.

West Coast News; 
ABS Makes Survey 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 2-—That Ed 
Wynn contemplates extending his Amal- 
gamated Broadcasting System to the 
Coast is indicated in the fact that sev- 
eral men interested in this phase of 
the project with Wynn recently con- 
ferred with him at the MGM studios. 
Instead of returning east the men made 
a survey of the situation along the 
Pacific territory, also visited several of 
the smaller stations. 


Naylor Rogers, business manager of 
KNX, Hollywood, has returned to the 
Coast following a meeting with the 
Federal Radio Commissioners on an ap- 
plication to increase KNX power from 
25,000 watts to 50,000. Commission will 
rule on the application within a month. 

Despite the fact that television look- 
ers are not permitted to see the movie 
film transmitted by the Don Lee tele- 
vision Stations W6XS and W6XAO so 
that legitimate identification is neces- 
sary, a looker recently hit a new high 
for perfection of detail in image recep- 
tion. K. Negaro, located 1044 miles 
from the transmitters, actually visual- 
ized a thin gold necklace around the 
neck of an actress. 


The sudden rush of commercial ac- 
counts to radio is proving a_ serious 
problem to KFI. Already completely 
sold on time for September, the station 
is petitioning NBC for release from some 
chain features so as to be able to take 
on the local commercials at $400 pcr 
hour. When KFI accepts a commercial 
from NBC the network pays the station 
only $50 per hour under the present 
existing agreement.

Texaco Reporters

The Fire Chief gasoline outfit has 
been wandering about since Ed Wynn 
vacationed to the Coast to make a pic- 
ture, and the present layout retains Don 
Vorhees and band, of course, plus the 
quartet and John Hale, tenor. Edie 
East and Ralph Dun:ke (Sisters of the 
Skillet) join the program as the Teraco 
Reporters, and as it now stands it ought 
to settle back once more as a desirable 
Tuesday night program. Boys have a 
style of immediately creating a hilarious 
atmosphere of an infectious nature, and 
on this particular program they proved 
an asset of no small proportion. Louis 
A. Witten is holding forth as announcer 
and doing the sponsor’s credits, while 
the band and quartet plus Hale offered 
a series of musical and vocal selections, 
mostly of pleasing ballads and an oc- 
casional fast number. 

Eddie and Ralph, menticned eariier 
merely as a “surprise” whose identity 
was withheld, came on later in the pro- 
gram and made reference to the absence 
of Wynn and Graham McNamee by way 
of a gag, which was done before they 
put on their piece de resistance. Pitts- 
burgh was the “home town” in this 
case, and the letter from this city re- 
quested inside dope on the Sharkey- 
Carnera. fight. The conversation be- 
tween the two boxers was subsequently 
dramatized with plenty of sound effects, 
the sound-effect man _ occasionallly 
missing a cue as the boys talk to him 
in ad lib. style and the conversation 
proceeds amidst the noise of sock, sock 
and the hisses and boos of the mob. 
This was very funny and worked up ef- 
fectively to a great climax until Sharkey 
is counted out. Seemed as tho the 
program could have stood the duo in 
another short skit at least, with the 
time between properly balanced and the 
show made twice as strong. As it was 
there proved to be too much of the 
quartet and band stuff, with none of it 
very powerful. Hale sings well, but 
might reach out for material used less 
often. M. H. S. 


Home Care of the Sick

—Talks and sketches. Sustaining on 
WLW. 


Unusually well planned and executed 
series, evidently in the hands of a skilled 
authority who seems to understand and 
anticipate every little want and whim 
of the ailing and the many problems 
that beset those intrusted with their 
care. The helpful hints, ideas and di- 
rections are valuable aid should find 
a ready audience everywhere within tun- 
ing distance; yet there is no attempt to 
replace the family physician or advocate 
homemade remedies beyond the ethical 
boundary. Woman delivering the talks 
has a pleasing voice and personality, the 
happy combination that inspires trust 
and confidence. Coupled with her sin- 
cere style and expert knowledge, the 
resultant program is a natural for any 
of the class drug manufacturers who 
have a wide assortment of products on 
the market or One wishing to plug the 
family physician or neighborhood drug- 
gist. 


Apparently there is no dearth of ideas 
in back of the program. Tuning in a 
secong time, this reviewer heard a dif- 
ferent type program altogether, the first 
One being a straight talk on making a 
patient comfortable by seemingly simple 
operations that a layman might never 
think of in the way of fluffing up a 
pillow, changing the sheets without 
making the sick one get out into the 
cold, Or overcoming the usual fancies 
and various fears held by different pa- 
tients. On ancther broadcast the ma- 
terial was dramatized into skits where- 
in it was brought out that swearing off 
of picnics was a Silly idea just because 
one was heid with a group of children 
bound to climb around and get hurt. All 
that was needed was a first-aid kit. A 
simple matter of foresight. Another skit 
revealed the ease with which an acci- 
dental burn with hot water can be 
minimized by merely keeping on hand 
one of the standard proprietary salves 
(none being specifically mentioned, of 
course). 

Each of the quarter-hour periods was 
packed with intéresting stuff, and 
listeners were invited to write for addi- 


tional information or help in seeking to 
ease a patient supposedly already un- 
der the doctor’s care, but the problem 
of nursing remaining in the hands of 
those at home. As indicated in some 
of the skits or dramatized versions, the 
programs ere not entirely devoted to 
care cf sick, but also directed toward 
the sensible plan of being prepared for 
accidents and emergencies at home and 
abroad. Materia] is cleverly written, and 
the versatile, competent style of the 
woman handling the program shapes the 
period up as a safe and sane bet for a 
sponsor seeking to render a constructive 
program by way of merchandising his 
wares. M. H. S&S.

Contrary to the usual methods of 
sponsors new to the air, Ebling 3.2 
manufacturers have wisely decided on 
a feature that already has a following 
on the station on which they bave 
bought time, Heatter having been On a 
sustaining for WOR and previously to 
that cn another local indie station. 
Program holds more or less a minimum 
credit for the sponsor, and after the 
snappy opening announcement, which is 
short, the news commentator is not in- 
terrupted thruout his running time. At 
the close the Labor Day holiday was 
briefly mentioned and the not alto- 
gether poor idea of taking a case of beer 
along. It may not be on sale some- 
where else. Ice is not exactly needed, 
but a tub of cold water will keep it cool. 
Which type of common-sense method of 
speaking makes one feel that the spon- 
sors are not trying to be highbrows, 
but are talking the beer drinkers’ 
language. 

Heatter does his stuff in the matter- 
of-fact businesslike method of Ed- 
win C. Hill, having an appealing voice, 
suitable change of tempo to break the 
monotony of straight talk and varies his 
news items from current headlines such 
as Ford and the NRA situation, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes and his oil 
job, the Nazi gathering at Nuremberg. to 
@ feature yarn such as Adele Astaire re- 
turning with some interesting sidelights 
on the love reactions of foreign folk. 

But once during the course of his 
talk did he tip his mitt on beer and 
that was when he commented on the 
one potentate whose crown did not rest 
uneasy at the moment and that was 
King of Pilsener, now safely entrenched, 
what with putting people back to work, 
cutting down drunkenness end otherwise 
making himself useful. While some of 
the items seemed as tho they might 
have been shorter, perhaps the fast pace 
made some listeners overloek this.

New Song Tips 


There’s a New Moon Over 
My Shoulder 


Fox-trot ballad. By Al Dubin, Joe 
Goodwin and Sammy Fain. Published 
by Leo Feist, Inc. 

Final indorsement of fox-trot ballads 
as patterned today is a difficult task. 
Very few folks, even the hard-boiled 
so-called experts, dare to make any 
veiled or out-and-out prediction. They 
are right, for anybody except perhaps a 
vain publisher with plenty of resources, 
financial and otherwise, would be 
foolish to do this in all seriousness. A 
lot of faith, tho, has been placed by 
those who have picked There’s a New 
Moon Over My Shoulder as a probable 
popular success. They point to the 
rhyming in the chorus, its underlying 
sentiment and other ingredients claimed 
as different. Maybe they believe that 
Mr. Moon, who has served songsmiths 
and their patrons in the past, will not 
fail them now. Still, after all is said 
and done, one’s enthusiasm is bound to 
diminish from the angle of the tune. 
If played fast the tempo is reminiscent 
of the once-eNlivening two-step which, 
thru the evolution of ever-changing 
tastes in rhythms, has been replaced by 
others. Untutored ears, perhaps, may 
regard the melody as a proper “mar- 
riage” for the words. Nevertheless, it 
looks as if vocalists will not be so 
lenient or considerate in their opinion. 


Bless Your Heart 


For-trot ballad. By Milton Drake, 
Harry Stride and Duke Enston. Pub- 
lished by Donaldson, Douglas & Gumble, 
Inc. 


There is something striking in the 
arrangement of this song which raises 
more than passing hope for its future 
welfare. We have in mind certain 
melodic features in the accompaniment. 
When played properly one is inclined to 
call it a counter tune more or less in 
unison with the original air. It reaches 
its strength and potency in the chorus, a 
repetition of beats that recall the al- 
most constant thumping of tom-toms 
or the drums of warring tribes in the 
jungles of Darkest Africa. Each thump 
seems to entice another with the notes 
turning into runs that are harmonious 
to the ear. However, with all these 
attributes that we wish to chronicle as 
elevated from contemporary numbers, it 
still remains a ballad, no better or 
worse than the average produced from 
day to day by publishers whose only in- 
centive for getting them out apparently 
is to retain a substantial rating in the 
ASCAP. You are reminded of the title 
three times in the five lines that con- 
stitute the refrain. This leaves three 
more in the verse, or eight in all, which 
from our viewpoint is sufficient to make 
or unmake the work. 


Tall Timber 


Slow fozr-trot bullad. By Andy Razaf 
and Thomas Waller. Published by Miller 
Music, Inc., New York. 

Described as a dramatic ballad by 
those who have taken over its destiny, it 
is not a problem to foretell the exact 
source of the song’s inspiration. That 
is, lyrically, and ascribed to Andy Razaf, 
a colored writer, who must have read the 
late Joyce Kilmer’s immortal poem, 
Trees. In justice to Mr. Razaf, however,

An insurance 
firm of international reputation also 
may be financially interested because 
the association intends to offer a pro- 
tective phase to its members in connec- 
tion with Uhe providing of bonds to be 
posted with Actors’ Equity and the 
unions. 

The posting of these bonds, Smith 
said, was one of the most serious han- 
dicaps in the stock business. He said 
the two weeks’ clause in contracts made 
it necessary to advance close to $4,000 
for salaries on any production, and that 
thru the NDSA this could be facilitated, 
and protected by insurance. Dues will 
be within reach of all creditable stock 
or rep ianagers it was announced, and 
this. will be a sinking fund, but in cases 
where the managers’ credit has not been 
established, he would be required to de- 
posit $500 as a guarantee against de- 
faulting on salary bonds. 

One of the theoretical Objects of the 
essociation is to establish a clientele for 
ttock thru an intensive campaign of 
propagatda. Smith said that the tradi- 
tion of stock in America is aS basic as 
_the church and that it can be revived 
by an intelligent appeal to the present 
generation, and that the clder public 1s 
anxious to see the return of the institu- 
tion. Smith stated also that methods 
of securing patronage such as cut-rat- 
ing will gradually disappear entirely. 

NDSA will represent the interest of 
managers in several important ways, ac- 
cording to Smith, one being for the 
ccntrol of plays so that they will be as- 
sured 2f a stock run before motion pic- 
ture rights are released. He cited the 
cases of Ore Sunday Afternoon and Din- 
ner et Eight, which have been shown 
on the screen in direct opposition to 
stage performances of the plays. 

Thru the association, as sort of @ 
booking office, it would also be advan- 
tageous from the standpoint of employ- 
ment or bookings, and an actor could be 
sitnecd up for a tour of probably eight 
or 10 weeks in stéck thru the office. 
Actors would be willing then to work 
for less money with the assurance Of a 
route thus saving the manager money 
which could go back into productions 
This would tend to offer more work 
Smith said that the association will 
have close contact with authors and 
playwrights and that the office will also 
act as central bureau of play distribu- 
tion. Information concerning grosses 
will also be disséminated from the local 
Office. 

NDSA is an outgrowth of the Dramatic 
Stock Managers’ - Association, which 
quietly faded into oblivion when mction 
pictures became the chief attraction. 
James Thatcher is president.

“Murder at Vanities” 
Disappoints in Philly 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2.—The local 
legit season got off to a disappointing 
start at the Garrick Wednesday night 
when Earl Carroll’s Murder at the Vani- 
ties was revealed as palpably unready for 
an opening. The show was not sufficiently 
rehearsed and a capacity crowd was 
treated to a lorg comedy of errors that 
ran way after midnight. 

The idea for the show is good and 
could be whipped into a profitable ven- 
ture, but a week of steady rehearsing 
will be needed. It is a combination of 
Carroll’s Vanities with a mystery melo- 
Grama, There its a backstage murder, 
and as the show goes on the astute de- 
tective gets to the bottom of it. The 
mystery plot, concocted by Rufus King, 
shows much promise and with the 
action shifting backstage, in the dress- 
ing rooms, in the wardrobe room and 
other parts of the theater, the audience 
response seems guaranteed. What the 
show needs is the sort of direction that 
Broadway got. At present both the 
musical and melodrama elements are 
too elaborate. 


Standing out in the cast was James 
Rennie as the sleuth. He gracefully 
sidestepped most of the show’s mishaps 
and did much to keep it running. 
Pauline Moore is an attractive ingenue 
and Olga Baclanova and Bela Lugosi 
have good parts when they are suffi- 
ciently developed. H. T. M.

The definitions then: 


art (theatrical) —liberty’s only rival in 
the number of crimes committed 
in its name, 

“big” scene—a scene which almost man- 
ages to satisfy an actor's innate cx- 
hibitionism. 

bor—a place in a theater in which one 
cannot see, but only be seen. It 
is said that the giraffe-necked wom- 
en of Burma were Originally nor- 
mal ladies who bought seats, one 
day, in a box. . 

“clean play”—a category into which pro- 
ducers place those plays which have 
no other attribute to recommend 
them. 

curtain—the cloth that mercifully de- 
scends between the actors and the 
people who paid money to see them. 

dance director—a wild animal trainer. 

first-nighters—overdressed boors who 
measure their own importance by 
the amount of disturbance and dlis- 
comfort they can cause; cheap fools 
who endure a play in order to en- 
joy the malice of other cheap fools. 

gallery gods—a race which, like all gods 
eventually, has disappeared. Its 
members now sit in the first row of 
the Radio City Music Hall. 

juvenile—a 40-year-old actor trying to 
look like a freshman; also those 
actors under 40 who have been con- 
sidered useless as picture material. 

landlord (of a _ theater)—The Irving 
Trust Company, receiver. 

matinee idol—an actor who performs 
the same function for women that 
a burlesque strip artist performs for 
men, 

popular prices—prices put into effect 
only when the play fails to share 
their chief attribute. 

presentation—a  haif-length musical 
shown in a picture house; a show 
which, when it plays on Sundays, is 
not under Equity jurisdiction, but 
which, when the question of a code 
arises, is under Equity jurisdiction. 

program—a booklet of ads, short stories, 
articles, fashion notes, biographies, 
jokes and chatter. It also contains 
the names of play and players. 

program credits—a producer’s method of 
dividing the blame. 

second balcony—the place where the 
real drama lovers used to sit. Sig- 
nificantly enough, those few gal- 
lJeries that are left are now usually 
empty. 

showgirl—a lass who gets pajd more 
money than a dancing chorus girl 
for walking five times across tho 
stage. The alleged reason for this 
is her good looks, but when the 
average showgirl is compared with 
the average line girl that explana- 
tion breaks down completely. 

stage doorman—a Cerberus who, in these 
degenerate days, is losing his fangs 
thru lack of use; what a great num- 
ber = managers—and actors—ought 
to : 

subscription theater—an organization 
which thinks that by aping the The- 
ater Guild’s methods it can also ape 
its manner—that by becoming sanc- 
timonious it can also, like the Guild, 
become sacrosanct; a Theater Guild 
without Shaw and O'Neill.

The Chorus Equity is to be represented 
in Washington September 12 at the 
hearing of the motion picture code, and 
will be heard relative to working condi- 
tions for chorus people in presentation 
and vaudeville houses. This is a field 
in which there have been a great num- 
ber of abuses.

The code for the legitimate theater 
provides a way to reduce the number 
of hours used for rehearsal. We will be 
glad to talk to any member interested in 
this subject. 


The new fall season has started. 
Every member of the Chorus Equity who 
is looking for work should call at the 
Chorus Equity office daily. It is fre- 
quently impossible to send for members 
when we get calls because of a lack of 
time and facilities; also because we do 
not always have the correct addresses 
of our members on file. 

Members who expect to remain out of 
the profession for a year or more and 
who do not wish to continue paying 
dues should apply for an honorable 
withdrawal card immediately. Persons 
applying for this card must be in good 
standing at the time of making applica- 
tion. The card can be issued only to 
persons who are definitely out of the 
amusement world, who do not expect to 


work in the legitimate theater, 
tion pictures, in 
tion or radio work. 
Persons working in the chorus in 
presentation and vaudeville houses may 
join Chorus Equity on the payment of 
a $5 initiation fee and current dues in- 
stead of the $15 initiation fee charged 
members working in the legitimate field. 
When such members go into the legiti- 
mate field they will pay the difference 
between the $5 initiation fee for presen- 
ation members and the $15 initiation fee 
for members working in the legitimate 
field.

It’s inconceivable that anyone could 
hope to reap success from this unorigi- 
nal pattern which has so recently been 
thrown on the movie screens of every 
neighborhood house in the land, even 
granting that it is delightful and enter- 
taining, and that the majority of people 
who see it are held by its interest. The 
Proadway stage, however, is looked up 
to usually as a place to find material 
for a picture, not a place to see a stock 
performance of a fad. Daniel Prohman 
sat in a box on the second night, but 
Surely this couldn't have been the play 
that would come up to his hopes when 
he said recently, “If the right play is 
produced the people will take to it.” 
THIS is not the right play, but we'd 
like to see it stay with us for a reason- 
able visit, because it is clean and 
refreshing and it’s one place where nice 
people can spend the evening without 
being shocked. The setting and situa- 
tion are identical with Three-Cornered 
Moon except that Baltimore is chosen 
instead of Brooklyn. The weaving of 
the climax and the unraveling to a 
happy ending is narrow-gauge writing, 
but there is adequate uncertainty and 
well-regulated mirth in the theme. 

Mrs. Ward is played nicely by Helen 
Lowell, and Sammy is played with a 
valuable briskness to the play by David 
Morris. Mr. Daye is the uncle, effec- 
tively played by George Henry Trader, 
the sympathetic old sport who can’t re- 
Sist gambling in the stock market. Alice 
Fischer provides the most laughable of 
the comedy with her sweeping char- 
acterization of the snobbish and frugal 
maiden aunt. 

Mrs. Ward has never allowed system 
or worry to spoil her good humor, and 
their financial distress doesn’t inspire 
any of the lazy group to bother about 
it except uncle, who makes a killing in 
the market for one day, so he equips 
the house with gaudy modernistic fur- 
niture. The same day Marcia brings home 
an Italian count she met at a wedding. 
They decide to be married “day after 
tomorrow” and Ma Ward accepts their 
decision with, “Well, why postpone it 
till then.” Another boorish suitor ac- 
cuses the count of being a “phony” and 
with Aunt Victoria conspires to expose 
him by wiring to the Italian embassy. 
Tobie Drake, the neglected suitor, spells 
the count’s name wrong so the negative 
reply arrives and the count dashes away 
in Sammy’s car to establish his identity, 
but the family discovers that Marcia’s 
diamond engagement brooch is missing 
and that the check signed by the count 
is worthless. Uncle’s stock takes a drop 
and he had secretly mortgaged the 
home, so they are now faced with evic- 
tion. But everything is cleared up from 
this low moment. The brooch is found, 
the count returns with a letter from the 
embassy, his overdrawn bank account 
has been rectified as merely a mistake, 
Ma Ward promotes some money and 
protects uncle’s account with the broker 
and they celebrate with a hearty meal 
of provisions Tobie has purchased un- 
wittingly, and he makes his exit pouting. 

Much of the comedy has been toned 
down from the burlesque temptation in 
the script, and but for a couple of in- 


fantile lines is quite funny thruout. 
The radio party in the second act 
seems to find players all over the 
stage, not knowing exactly where to 
cavort. The setting is one and is ex- 
cellent as the tasteless home of the 
languid family. 

One thing puzzling, tho, is that two 
characters join the play at the last of 
the second act for no possible reason 
that we could link with its connection. 
As there wasS*no opportunity for any 
display of acting from the other un- 
mentioned players, it is only courtesy to 
say that they brought the story to an 
end as properly as it could be brought.

Queenie Smith advances herself (if it 
can be callecd such) from the musical 
comedy stage to that of the drama, her 
first vehicle being The Blue Widow, in 
which she is starred. Truly a sorry spec- 
tacle, for the play is insipid and inane 
and burdens Miss Smith with a role 
that makes her look worse than she 
really is and which would be a difficult 
task for even a veteran and expert ac- 
tress. You're either inclined to walk 
after the first act or get set for a com- 
fortable snooze. 

Miss Smith may have dramatic abil- 
ity, but it is hardly discernible in the 
role which bears down so heavily upon 
her. She recites her lines in school- 
girl fashion, and as for her dramatics 
she Overdces the intent of her role and 
most of the time goes in for pouting. 
Supposed to be a character who gets on 
your nerves anyway, but Miss Smith 
makes it doubly so. 

Supporting cast, however, is commend- 
able for the most part, with Helen Flint 
the shining light. She gives a splendid 
verformance without any show of a 
forced portrayal as is evidenced so often. 
Roberta Beatty also turns in fine work, 
as do Don Beddoe, Sam Wren and Albert 
Van Dekker. Others in the cast are 
Clare Strattcn, Eleanor ‘‘ing, Harold 
Conklir and Ralph Locke. 

Marianne Brown Waters is the au- 
thoress of the story, which is nothing 
to cheer about; while Harold Winston 
did the directing, and he did as good a 
job as you could expect. About the best 
point of the show is the grand setting, 
which was done by Raymond Sovey. The 
incidental music and lyrics, sung by 
Miss Smith and, as usual, delightful, are 
catchy. 

The story centers around a homestead 
in Darien, Conn., where a successful au- 
thoress is all wrapped up in her work 
and being surrounded by friends. Her 
husband, however, resents all this and 
just seeks to be alone with her. Matters 
are aggravated when the authoress takes 
it upon herself to shelter an alleged

But as the first act on this week’s bill 
we are making a justifiable exception to 
this lofty aim. We are employing our 
favorite instrument of editorial expres- 
sion to scoop our hustling circulation 
manager, Bernie Bruns, with the an- 
nouncement that the old reliable Index 
of the New York Legitimate Stage will 
be issued shortly, marking the second 
time that it will have appeared in a 
format independent of The Billboard. 

Showmen whose paradoxical applica- 
tion of science to their efforts in the 
pursuit of the species of insanity 
known as showmanship, actors who wish 
to be well informed of the trends in the 
theater, dramatic editors, students of 
the drama and Others active in various 
other branches of the theater have 
learned to respect the Index. There is 
no longer any doubt about the indis- 
pensability of the Index to conscientious 
casting agents, producing managers 
whose casting activity is not supervised 
by angels and dramatic editors who 
pride themselves on their solid back- 
ground. 

Our files are packed tight with un- 
solicited expressions of admiration for 
The Billboard in recognition of its per- 
sistence in continuing uninterruptedly 
the yearly issuance of the Index. The 
writers of these expressions, included 
among which are toprungers in the pro- 
fession, appreciate the practical altruism 
that has dictated The Billboard’s course. 
Most of them indicate that they realize 
that publication of the Index cannot 
possibly be prompted by a desire to 
corral the shekels. They are right— 
with reservations. The Index is The 
Billboard’s only auxiliary effort in the 
publishing field. It has been issued 
continuously for 11 years because the 
staff responsible for it has never been 
swerved from its path of rendering serv- 
ice to the profession—and a _ very 
definite service—without thought of 
immediate gain.

And you can take it straight 
from us that the profits will be your 
profits, because a Billboard surplus has 
always been a fund to finance the ex- 
pansion of this paper’s service to the 
show business.

the attention of the film industry 

to the wealth of vital information 
in the forthcoming Index. The con- 
stant flow of adaptations Of stage plays 
to the screen, the interchange of stage 
and screen talent and the usefulness 
of knowledge of Broadway runs to 
screen showmen—all of these factors 
and many more are involved in our 
belief that the Index should be invalu- 
able to the screen showmen and crafts- 
men. We hope that the circulation of 
the Index will be large and widespread, 
because each cOpy in the hands of a 
person of the theater is a counter- 
argument against the belief that a trade 
paper cannot be diverted from the 
chase after the elusive dollar.

E WERE looking over old, yellowed 

clippings the other day and our 

thoughts wandered to the always 
intriguing subject of cogitation: Show 
Business Today and Yesterday. Don’t 
get frightened. We aren't going to tell 
you about the nickelodeon days; the 
days of Al Woods’ mellers or the balmy 
era when all a feller had to do to be 
called a showman was to wear a 
checkered suit. No indeedy. We are 
going far forward and we are 
taking you to the Not-distant day when 
only folks with the real coin could get 
an ear and eyeful of the big “names”; 
when entertainment (you might have 
Some other moniker for it) wasn’t as 
cheap as glass beads; when a good show 
was as certain of enjoying a long run 
as Peggy Joyce is of marrying again. 
The line of demarkation, where was it 
drawn? The answer: Somewhere between 
the advent of radio and talkies. ° 
_To one who remembers vividly the 
cays when entertainment was confined 


to a stage, the present crazy quilt of 
amusements is occasionally—when one 
takes stock as we did om the day 
referred to—chocking and awe inspiring. 

The showman was from the beginning 
of his entrance into the picture a being 
feeding—and starving—on uncertainties. 
Despite the rapidly increasing com- 
plexities and systematization of modern 
life he is today more than ever a 
creature sadistically bounced about in 
the laps of the gods. Coming to think 
of it, how can a man shelling out the 
coin pay top salaries to a “name” that 
has indulged in an orgy of free shows 
on the air? How do bookers of down- 
town picture houses escape getting 
palsy when they spot a “name” in a 
theater two streets removed from the 
opposition that just finished playing 
the “name”? We are not condemning. 
We would do the same, we are sure. if 
fate placed us in their shoes. But we 
are wondering where all of this will lead 
us to eventually. 


As we write this, perched above Long- 
acre Square—in the very same room, 
incidentally, where Martin Beck used to 
book ’em from New York to Atlanta to 
Memphis to New Orleans—we are being 
unpatriotically annoyed by the songs 
and music and talk of NRA talent put- 
ting on an act for the benefit of Broad- 
way Strollers. These minstrels al fresco 
are making ballyhooistic pleas for more 
employment—and it’s 10 to 1 that some 
of the pikers in their audience are right 
now changing their minds about seeing 
a show because they've had ihe urge 
satisfied by the NRA entertainment 
corps. All very puzzling and too much 
for a narrow-gauged cogitator like this 
one, 

* * * 

Despite all possible economic pressure 
that might be brought into play, nobody 
is ever going to put the entertainment- 
laden air waves out Of commission. And 
public demand will see to it that the 
talkies wili continue on their merry 
way, amusing millions and knocking to 
smithereens the hopes of a mere few 
thousand of aspiring “flesh” actors and 
showmen. Our colleague, Arthur James, 
embroidered one of his film pages with 
a declaration of peace entitled Under 
One Tent. There’s wisdom in those 
words. But who is going to do some- 
thing about it? Arthur seems to know 
but, frankly, we don't. 


However, we do know where @ start 
can be made. And it’s up to the show 
business itself to make it. Let's stop— 
all of us—destroying the beautiful and 
helpful illusion that was omce created 
by the stage. Let’s stop and cause 
others to desist from making out of 
every clerk and every peasant an inside 
dopester. It was the mystery that sur- 
rounded stagefolk and the early screen- 
folk that made the public flock to 
theaters and clutter up backstage alleys. 
These are still recognized pastimes but 
very much diluted in effect; not that 
backstage swarming is in itself im- 
portant, but symptomatic of a tend- 
ency, and a healthy one for the theater. 


The recession of practical public in- 
terest in the theater started when the 
idea-starved gents began writing inside- 
dope stories on the stage, screen, circus 
and vaude. Maybe we are kidding at 
this juncture the least little bit, but 
something along this line should have 
been written in the amuSement codes 
already submitted to Washington. Aside 
from that, somebody ought to take the 
initiative—and pass the “Hey, Rube” 
cry around against the cannibals who 
eat their own species—the boys who 
peddle inside dope to the masses with 
hopes of buying a new villa with the 
kale, but with nary a thought for show 
business’ tomorrow. 

Think it over. We shall come around 
to it again some time.

There was a time when P. A. Powers was a strong factor in Universal, but the 
parting of the ways became inevitable and after a historic battle Carl Laemmle 


and Powers agreed to disagree and P. A. 
withdrew aftér a settlement. 

It is in connection with this settle- 
ment that the present suit is being 
brought. What the future may hold as 
a result of this legal action none save 
a prophet can foretell, hut it is a stir- 
ring up of an old situation that may 
bring a new deal and a new leadership.

The new con- 
tract is a part of the standard clearance 
schedule in the city and is essentially 
part of the contract for first-run houses, 
whose stand on the matter has been the 
essential backbone of the controversy. 


To date of writing 104 houses out of 
approximately 140 open in the city have 
signed the contract, with every first and 
second-run theater on the list with the 
exception of the Cinderella and Roose- 
velt, owned by James N. Robertson, and 
the Hollywood, owned by Ben and Lou 
Cohen. In the case of the Hollywood, 
a 4,500-seat house, controversy is Over 
the admission price of the balcony Only. 
Hollywood has an enormous balcony, 
and the Cohens want to charge 20 cents 
for this instead of the 30-cent minimum, 
which is required as a minimum charge 
ior the house by the schedule. This is 
the only theater in the city seeking a 
differential in price between first floor 
and balcony, and the Cohens support 
the agreement on every other point. 


The essence of the agreement is a 
schedule of minimum prices for each 
class of house, something that has prob- 
ably not been tried out in the industry 
hitherto on any such scale. In nearly 
all cases this will mean an increase in 
the cost of admission. The co-operation 
of the circuit-owned first-run theaters 
was secured particularly thru this fea- 
ture. . 


The contract and agreement view com- 
bination of vaudeville and film in the 
same light as a double, and this at the 
start provoked some controversy, but it 
is pointed out that no attempt is being 
made to eliminate stage shows. How- 
ever, any house showing any stage at- 
traction other than a single organist 
(or pianist) must increase its admission 
10 cents over the scale for its key class, 
except houses charging 20 cents or less, 
which must increase their admission 
one-third. m 


The club behind the contract is the 
withholding of any feature from use as 
a double bill for one year after its first 
run. With co-operation of the ex- 
changes this eliminates duals in all but 
the cheapest types of houses, playing 
ancient films—probably not over a dozen 
houses in the area. 


Admission minimums and protection 
granted are: First-runs, 25 cents after- 
noons, 40 cents evenings; if house has 
vaudeville a.m. admission is 25 cents, 
afternoon 35 cents, and evening (6 p.m.) 
50 cents; protection, 28 days over 25/40- 
cent hovses (25-cent matinee, 40-cent 
evenings), and 35 days over 20/30-cent 
houses, with 42 days over houses on 
features running two weeks. Second- 
runs, minimum, 20/30 cents, seven days’ 
protection; third run, 15/25 cents, seven 
days’ protection; fourth run 10/20 cents 
minimum, seven days’ protection; fifth 
run, 19/15 cents minimum, seven days’ 
protection. 


Above are all key houses in their 
zones; other key houses charging 10 
cents minimum at all times are given 
five months’ protection (from date of 
first run) over other houses. 


The agreement also attacks the prob- 
lems of giveaways and construes a give- 
away the same as a double bill. In ad- 
dition any two for one or other reduc- 
tion scheme means loss of protection for 
the house. Agreement is made for arbi- 
tration under the contract.

“Italy,” says John St. Leger, “gives us 
black shirts, Ireland gives us blue shirts, 
Germany provides brown shirts, but the 
lollipop press of the picture business 
gives us stuffed shirts.” 

Ain’t he the clip? 


Cecil De Mille’s picture, This Day and 
Age, is good medicine for this republic. 
It is the spirit of the "76 sugar-coated 
with modern youth and it is sublime 
patriotic propaganda. It is a wise and 
understanding picture with as fine a 
nobility of inspiration as ever we have 
seen, and for downright effectiveness 
we are tempted to call it De Mille’s 
greatest work. Just as Mark Twain's 
The Man Who Corrupted Hadleyburg 
had a light surface but a deep and 
tragic lesson underneath, so does this 
amazing werk impress us. And it’s box 
office-—which it had to be to be ef- 
fective and far-reaching. 


We have had occasion to refer to the 
showmanship abilities of Joe Lee, but we 
omitted the background. Joe, up Bos- 
ton way, used to take flop theaters, 
analyze their location, possible patron- 
age, lighting, seating. ventilation and 
staff and turn them into money makers. 
Hard-headed, practical, effective, ef- 
ficient, faithful and trustworthy, he did 
his stuff as all in the day’s work. If 
we had a Joe Lee in every key territory 
we'd just quit writing and set up an 
exchange system. Always have we be- 
lieved that Joe was too modest to know 
his own value. Not a banker’s boy—a 
showman! 

A former Belasco publicity success, 
feeling the depression and wanting a 
job, applied to a stirring youth presid- 
ing over the making-the-public-aware 
department of one of our major picture 
companies. “You're too old,” said the 
youth. “I am in vigor,” said the other, 
“and if I can’t prove that I am effective, 
efficient and there with the goods, you 
can drop me without notice in three 
days.” “Sorry,” said the youth, “I must 
have youth.” “You have it now,” said 
the other, “but you have little else and 
you won't have youth so long. There- 
fore, so-long.” 


Bill Fox once asked me “what is an 
independent?” and I replied “any com- 
pany that’s not in the inner ring or has 
no theaters.” “Well,” returned the 
showman, “I have theaters, I’m not in 
any ring and I’m so independent that 
I'm putting the Boston Tea Party paint- 
ing in my main office. Independent?

I'm independent.”

PASSES — 


In the recurring years we have heard so much of protest, squawk, yawp, 
squeal, howl and the dernier cri of agony over the issuance of passes to thea- 
ters, picture houses and other places of amusement that we thought we had 
become used to it, but now that it has been laid in the lap of the NRA it 
seems to be the time for inspection and analysis. 


Free passes, so-called, are rarely issued by any manager or management 
for good fellowship. They always are given with the hope of many times the 
return of the face value of the tickets. The possible exceptions are passes 
issued to players and performers from whom money would not be extracted 
in any event. The more popular the show the scarcer the passes and those 
to the press in many instances should not only be abolished but the reviewers 
should be paid generously to sit in and thereafter act as town criers and adver- 
tisers for the shows. They should be paid for suffering. 


A fine review from a recognized reviewer is an unbuyable thing that costs 
the management a trifle and which may net thousands of dollars in paid pat- 
ronage. In days past many reviewers paid their way rather than have the 
house feel that they were for sale at street- walker prices, or that their 
critiques could be influenced. 


Better understanding triumphed and the reviewer came to feel that 
he was an invited judge rather than a catch-penny guest. Passes issued for 
political purposes or for favor from police, firemen or the reverend clergy 
have never been given except when the management saw a chance for gain. 
Therefore when we read of the plan of Dr. Henry Moskowitz to sponsor 
the idea projected by Nick Holde, who business manages for A. C. Blumenthal, 
and we learned that passes cost the amusement business one million of those 
dollars per annum to say nothing of the ‘‘real passes’ to working scriveners 
and the newspaper slaves, amounting to a neat additional million bucks and 
also that the NRA was to be asked to step in to stop it or direct it, we won- 
dered if the boys had really figured it out. 


The circus has used passes with more profit and effect than any other 
amusement enterprise except motion pictures. The percentage of sentiment is so 
minor as not to be a factor. They distribute passes only because passes bring them 
in money or influence that means money. If a prospective success doesn’t draw 
in the first week the bright press boy papers the house to influence the customers 
to come in. Suppose he gives away 500 dollar seats a day (that he can’t sell) 
for 10 days. Then we suppose the pass evil has cost the house $5,000. And 
if this discreet papering brings to the attention of the general public the at- 
traction values of the show and the otherwise flop makes money, the NRA 
should do something about it? They should. They should let it alone 
and put it up entirely to every house—picture, vaudeville or legitimate—to 
handle its pass problem with business sanity. —The NRA was not promoted 
or invented to supply a spine for any man or any business. 


Pass grafting was ended long ago in legitimate newspaper offices because 
it was a nuisance. We recall when Louis DeFoe in the old ‘“‘World” office 
tore up passes in front of the staff to discourage their importunities. Of 
course passes are popular. So are free meals, but the managers still can use 
judgment without hardship to their business. 


On the other hand, a pass sometimes has oiled the wheels of progress 
for the show business. Certainly we know of cases in the picture field 
where such minor favors brought a thousand per cent on the investment.

Sections of the code to which objec- 
tions were raised included that in which 
the producers specified that the working 
hours of a production unit cannot be 
restricted, the one which limits the cm- 
ployee’s right to agent representation in 
matters of salary and employment, and 
the provision covering the modified pro- 
ducers’ arbitration agreement whose 
purported purpose is merely to halt 
“star raiding.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Robert Sisk, 
publicity and advertising director for 
RKO enterprises, has appointed John 
Leroy Johnston, formerly with Universal 
in Hollywood, to the post of head of 
the exploitation department of the RKO 
theaters, mumbering more than _ 100. 
Johnston is en route to New York to 
take up his new duties. 


No Lottery in Hollywood 


HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 2.—Spyros Car- 
das, manager of the Fox-West Coast Bel- 
mont Theater here, was found guilty last 
week in Municipal Court of conducting 
a lottery. For eight weeks the theater 
passed out tickets to its patrons for a 
drawing on the evening of August 16, 
when two steamer trips and two cases 
of beer were given away on the lucky 
numbers. The patrons of the theater 
paid for their regular tickets of admis- 
sion and were given the drawing num- 
bers free. Fox-West Coast attorneys 
plan to appeal the case to the appellate 
division of the Superior Court as a test 
case. 


Akron Houses Raise Prices 


AKRON, O., Sept. 2.—Theater admis- 
sions were hiked here, effective yester- 
day, but the State rather than the the- 
ater derives the benefit. Night per- 
formances at Loew's, PaJace and Strand 
were advanced to 40 cents for top ad- 
mission and in the afternoon moved up 
to 30 cents. Cclonial scale advances 
proportionately. Ticket advance is the 
first here in more than a vear.

In an apparent attempt to 
outdo one another theaters have been 
going in for heavy lobby and marquee 
displays and banners across the street 
in front of the house and for a block 
each side. Neon price signs are the only 
exemption. 


Havana Theater Men Squawk 


HAVANA, Sept. 2.—The theater own- 
ers here made a big kick recently to the 
military commander, who issued an 
order that all people abroad after 8 
p.m. in vehicles must be provided with 
a military pass. Ernest Smith, who 
owns two first-run picture houses here, 
the Encanto and Campoamor, headed a 
committee of amusement men to have 
this order rescinded or changed.

This agreement did not serve to help 
Lightman in his efforts to continue op- 
eration of his two downtown theaters, 
the Princess and Strand, as non-union 
houses. 

Picketing of his two theaters con- 
tinued daily and at least two additicnal 
bombings have been reported at the 
Strand in the last 10 days. However, 
early this week, the police department 
posted a special watch at the Strand 
and there has been no trouble since. 

Lightman renewed his offer of arbi- 
tration with the unions, but it was 
rejected by union counsel.

One Man’s Journey is the type Of pix 
sought by the majority of those plunk- 
ing down their shekels at box offices. 
While it is light in story content, this 
is far overshadowed by the humane 
qualities it holds, which are so effec- 
tively carried out in the film. Besides, 
the folks get a chance to again see 
Lionel Barrymore, who certainly gets 
grand opportunities to endear himself 
to the film-going public. 

Barrymore this time takes the part 
of a country doctor, a man whose am- 
bitions were dulled temporarily by the 
death of his wife in childbirth.

Gary Gooper’s “Griumph 


It’s a personal triumph for Gary Cooper and a pleasant 
screen introduction to Frances Fuller, this “One Sunday After- 
noon” which opened at the Paramount to good audiences just 
before the week’s end.

The 
paralytic king still sits on his tottering 
throne . . and the mobs applaud the 
uncrowned king. . . .

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Seeks Aid To Attack Law 
Editor The Billboard: 

As chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee of the Circus Fans’ Association, I 
would very much appreciate Statements 
from showmen who have been affected 
by the attachment laws of Connecticut. 
An earnest effort is to be made during 
the coming sé€ssion of the Connecticut 
Legislature to repeal this iniquitous law. 
As most circus men know, in the State 
of Connecticut it is attachment first 
and judgment afterward. The person 
attached must post a bond to the 
amount set by the party making the 
attachment, and whatever amount they 
write in the writ is the bond which 
must be posted by the victim. Even if 
one wins against attachment there is no 
legal redress. 

Fortunately, in Connecticut other 
than showmen are commencing to feel 
the vicious effect of this law. For ex- 
ample, in one Connecticut city where 
manufacturers were endeavoring to in- 
crease employment 1,000 people were 
put back to work in one week. In the 
second week there were over 400 attach- 
ments for wages. One newspaper was 
attached for $100,000 for a typographical 
error; one paper was attached for 
$10,000 because it would not give the 
winner of a contest cash money in- 
stead of railroad fare to California; an- 
other paper was attached for $10,000 for 
not giving a dance orchestra favorable 
review. 

In view of the public outcry against 
this law; in view of the further fact 
that citizens generally are being af- 
fected, it presents to us a _ golden 
opportunity to bring about the repeal 
of this measure which has brought so 
much harm and distress to showmen in 
the State of Connecticut. Examples of 
unfair attachments as suffered by show- 
men will be welcomed by our committee 
in assisting in bringing about the repeal 
of the act referred to.

Editor The Billboard: 


My attention has been called to an 
article in the “Pool Whirl” column and 
the reference therein made to my con- 
nection with women amateur swimming. 
May I reply to that point first. 

My connection with swimming is, 
of course, very closely allied with that 
of the Women’s Swimming Association 
of New York. I am very sure that if you 
will make inquiry among commercial 
pools in the metropolitan arca and in 
other parts of the country you will be 
advised that the Women’s Swimming 
Association has more widely and readily 
co-operated with them than any other 
individual organization in the country. 

The object of the Women's Swim- 
ming Association is to encourage women 
end girls to swim and we have always 
appreciated that as a result of the ef- 
forts of our girls in these commercial 
pools we have been able to further our 
purpose by stimulating that interest. 
Unfortunately, in recent years, we have 
had several disastrous experiences in 
connection with pools with which we 
had been associated for a number of 
years and which resulted in our paying 
bills incurred for these pools who, after 
the meets were over, did not pay their 
bilis for prizes and other necessary in- 
cidentals. The natural consequence is, 
of course, that we must be wary. 

In addition, all of our swimmers are 
registered with the Amateur Athletic 
Union and if they were to compete in 
a meet not sanctioned by that organiza. 
tion they would be promptly dis- 
qualified. In your article you criticize 
this procedure, but, after all, if we are 
to have amateur competitors they must, 
of course, be under the control of a 
central bureaw and if they were per- 
mitted te compete in unsanctioned 
meets the entire structure would be 
broken down. 

The Women’s Swimming Association 
places absolutely no barrier on competi-

professionalism made against Miss 
Meany and upon her application for 
reinstatement this was granted.

“The Old Homestead” 
Editor The Billboard: 


Amidst the green hills of New Hamp- 
shire, in the beautiful Keene Valley, Den- 
man Thompson, born in 1833, spent his 
boyhood days, and 5C years later chose 
the good people he knew so well in 
Swanzey, placed their prototypes upon 
the stage, added a touch of sentiment, 
a father’s love for his boy, embellished 
the whole with good music and called 
it The Old Homestead. That play has 
lived 47 years! 

On August i7 and 18 Keene and 
Swanzey, N. H., celebrated the centenary 
of Denman Thompson's birth and the 
bicentenary of the town of Swanzey, 
locale of the play. The day’s celebration

God bless ye for the faculty that tops 
all human arts. 

The good ol’ Yankee faculty of Truth!”

Because interest 
Naturally centers in the principal char- 
acter, it is interesting to note that it 
was in this same City Hall, Keene, that 
Henry Horton, then a young character 
actor playing Eben Holden, by Irving 
Bacheller, was seen by Denman Thomp- 
son and chosen by him for Uncle Josh, 
a role with which he has long been 
identified. Keene has pronounced him 
the worthy successor to Denman Thomp- 
son, In the cast were Arthur Holman, 
Oscar Sidney, Johnstone Flynn and 
Harry Lowell.

The 
original features remained: double male 
quartet, Grace Church Choir, old- 
fashioned dance and the Swanzey band.

The Fall Special number of The Bill- 
board has “came and went” and it was 
a masterpiece. Hundreds of troupers 
and ex-troupers enjoyed several hours 
of good reading. The front cover was 
an original work of art. I am an old 
trouper and having trouped several 
years in Texas I especially enjcyed the 
article by Roy E. Fox. 

I was surprised to find that Mr. Fox 
did not say a little more about his Lady 
Minstrels, which really gave him his 
big reputation as a successful showman 
in Texas. This was before he “went 
dramatic.” Woe to the show that tried 
to follow the Roy Fox Minstrels in any 
Texas town about 25 years ago! Fox 
had a way of getting real talent that no 
other small show could get. And I re- 
member hearing some of the old-time 
songs on his show, such as Coupons, 
Aching Hearts and Are You On? I was 
really amazed to find Mr. Fox now dis- 
likes those real masterpieces of hokum 
comedy songs. It’s true they are old, 
but they have made millions laugh, and 
they are now being used by some very 
good teams. 

I “caught” the show several times 
about 25 years ago and I never will for- 
get the lineup, a real comedy bar act 
(two men). I can’t recall the names. 
I believe it was Marcel Brothers. There 
was little Irene Fox, a real clever child 


on one end; talk about an end man, 
I've seen them large and small and 
I've never yet seen an end man wh? 
could show the pep that “Hav-a-Laf” 
Walker had. He surely could kick that 
tamborine, his feet flying above his head 
and banging it against the floor, all in 
perfect time. I can see him now sitting 
there with white gloves on and his 
fingers spread way out in awkward 
fashion. 

One night I saw him break up the 
first part. The actors were all laughing 
and the ballad singer “blew up” and the 
audience joined in, and Oh, boy! Whata 
party; what a show! 

Then there was a little fellow on the 
other end, Lee Parmalee. He was really 
funny. Had quite a visit with him after 
the show. Arthur Jerome was also on 
the show. He has been running a medi- 


cine show for a number of years. I also 
hear “Hav-a-Laf” Walker now has @ 
family medicine show in Kansas. I also 


remember there were Ed Conklin, jug- 
gler, and Jimmie Lyons, monologist, and 
Eddie Moore, with a real band, and Jack 
Whitney leading the orchestra. There 
were many Others on the show worthy 
of mention, but I cannot recall their 
names. The ones I mention were all 
well known in Texas about 25 years ago. 


The Fox show was different from any 
other tent show, and I might say better 
than 90 per cent of them. I trouped 
with several shows in Fox's territory. 
I've heard it said many times, “No, 
we're goin’ to wait for the Roy E. Fox 
show.” But Mr. Fox went dramatic. No 
doubt he had a real show. In your next 
article, Mr. Fox, tell more of the old- 
time stuff. But please don’t rap those 
grand old songs. It sort of brings a 
lump into our old throats.

Those Auto Tag Laws Again

When the highway department in At- 
lanta, Ga., tied up my show there for 
State auto license tags for my seven 
trucks and I was met with threats of 
prison if I did not place the cash on the 
barrel head, I thought that business 
was bad, but that the officers were 
worse. I was compelled to wire my 
bank for $500 and pay off. But I paid 
a full year’s tag and it was in the last 
month of the license year, Saturday, 
August 12. 

Seven large busses from Atlanta, even 
flashier than circus tableaux, rolled into 
Oklahoma City carrying 162 students. 
The eagle eyes of the Oklahoma high- 
way department caught sight of them, 
had them park and asked for State Hi- 
cense. The manager pleaded ignorance 
of the law, begged, told of the injustice 
of double-tagging, how much they spent 
in the State and all that. Governor 
Murray was called up. He referred them 
to the State’s attorney for his ruling. 
He read the new law and all he could 
do was charge them $108.50. After a 
lot of skirmishing it was raised, paid 
and the college caravan, after a lot of 
stinging remarks, left the State, never 
to return,

IOWA PAYING OFF IN FULL 


Receipts in Das Whihinns Justify 
Scrapping of Pro Rata Scheme 


State Fair officials begin meeting pay rolls, premiums 
and other expenses on August 30—ultimate financial 
success is seen as against losses of last year 


DES MOINES, Ia., Sept. 2.—This year’s Iowa State Fair, August 23-September 
1, was as distinctly a financial success as last year’s fair was a bust, according to 
action taken by A. R. Corey, secretary of the fair board. At noon last Wednesday 
the fair began to pay checks for pay rolls, premiums and other fair expenses in 
full, ignoring the pro rata arrangements which had been made with all those con- 
cerned as a stop-loss. The decision was made to pay in full only after receipts 
warranted the action, Mr. Corey said. Wednesday morning figures showed that 


receipts totaled $114,955. In addition to 
this amount, $7,500 will come in after 
the fair from breeders’ associations, con- 
cessioners and other sources. This 
meant at that time that the fair would 
have to take in only $22,545 more in the 
last three days, Mr. Corey said, to pay 
out in full.

Revenue reported was accrued despite 
the fact that several price changes were 
made. General gate admission was left 
at 50 cents, but autos, for which 50 
cents was formerly charged, were ad- 
mitted free, and all grand-stand seats 
were reduced 25 cents, bringing pad- 
dock and bleacher seats down to 25 
cents;. reserved seats, 50 cents, and box 
seats, 75 cents.

Monday’s attendance was a record for 
Children’s Day.

Very, very interesting do I find the 
letter of Charlotte Epstein, printed on 
The Forum page of this issue of The 
Billboard, First of all you mention, Miss 
Epstein, the fine co-operation given 
commercial tanks by your organization, 
the Women’s Swimming Association, of 
New York, and the AAU. 

Do you call the action taken by you 
against the press at the Bronx Beach 
Club a year ago and at the Jerome Cas- 
cades Pool last year fine co-operation? 
You created more bad will for those 
two establishments with the newspapers 
by refusing to aid their representatives 
in getting the results and photos they 
wanted than any good you could have 
ever brought the places. 

Then you mention the object of the 
WSA and point out why the AAU must 
rule aquatics in the manner it has. It 
may iNterest you to know that more 
professionalism exists today in the sanc- 
tioned AAU and WSA mects than in all 
of the so-called unsanctioned contests 
which these organizations are trying to 
stop; more, in fact, than in professional 
swimming itself. 


“Amateurs” in Toronto 


Why I know plenty of amateur swim- 
mers who swear they would never turn 
pro, not as long as they can make the 
money they’re getting now as simon- 
pures. You say that you must control 
amateur swimming tp protect your ama- 
teurs from competing against profes- 
sionals. Did you know that half the 
entrants in the Toronto long-distance 
pro swim races compete as swimmers in 
amateur AAU competition all winter, for 
the picking is not so good as recognized 
pros? They compete under different 
names, of course, but who is the wiser? 

These pros would never compete in 
the so-called unsanctioned meets be- 
cause there’s not enough in it for them. 
And that’s why I contend that these 
small pool meets, which harm no one, 
do more for the advancement of the 
sport than a handful of your big AAU 
championships. They attract, in the 
main, the junior swimmers whom the 
AAU seems to ignore entirely, possibly 
because they have no drawing power to 
sWell gate receipts. At any rate, they 
injure no one and deserve the right to 
exist without the hindrance of any 
group. 

With reference to the money the WSA 
is supposed to have lost thru its deal- 
ings with pool owners, that is beside 
the point. In every industry there is 
sure to be some illegitimate men. How 
many pools never receive the full value 
for the money they spent in sponsoring 
WSA and AAU tourneys where big name 
stars were promised and never appeared? 
Did they get their money back then? 


Case of Eleanor Holm 


You say Helen Meany was never ac- 
cused of professionalism. Why, then, 
was she suspended with Martha Norelius, 
one of the greatest amateur swimmers 
of all time, who admittedly turned pro 
after that to get away from the hypo- 
critical doings of the amateur heads? 
She was supposed to have swum in the 
same pool as Johnny Weissmuller, who 
had just turned pro, and this auto- 
matically made her one. Wasn't that 
the charge? Why, then, was she re- 
instated if the AAU is so insistent in 
enforcing its amateur rules? 

It's pretty well known about Eleanor 
Holm. She is sacrificing a great deal, 
you say, to return to swimming. Isn't 
it a fact that she competed in the 
women’s nationals to give her the neces- 
sary publicity buildup for her picture 
Work? And why be hypocrites about 
the whole thing? She was hired because 
of her swimming name and the value 
it would eventually have to the theater 
box office. 

If you mean what you say about the 
offer to co-operate, I suggest a meeting 
be held between AAU officials, yourself 
and some representative pool owNers at 
once with a view of straightening out 
all differences now existing between the 
swimming amateur heads and operators 
of tanks. Let’s pull down our hair, for- 
get the past and work together to put 
across swimming in a big way. What 
say?

Methods Used in Operation of Our Outing Policy

Depression is being curbed fast in Lake 
Contrary Park with the aid of an ex- 
cellent communitv-picnic idea. The 
plan jis an economical one, in keeping 
with the times, but does not fail to 
brine people into the park. 

Community picnics for the small out- 
lying towns and villages within 40 miles 
of the park are planned for each Sun- 
day. All rides and concessions are of- 
fered at 50 per cent reduction. 

A strip ticket is printed and dis- 
tributed thru the town’s merchants. 
These tickets are printed by the town 
newspaper and sold in turn in 100 lots 
to the merchants at whatever price the 
paper charges, The tickets are given with 
merchandise orders. 

With the tickets purchased in that 
town, the newspaper, usually a weekly, 
co-operates to the fullest extent. Small 
ads also are used in the paper. Usually 
two or three towns are brought in on 
one Sunday and the baseball teams of 


twe of the towns play at the park dia- 
mond as an added attraction. 

Free lemonade also is furnished by 
the park to the picnickers, for which 
an added coupon is printed on the strip 
ticket.

Even a board of an industrial and 
agricultural fair has learned that a fast 
nickel is more profitable than a slow 
dime, 


All of the front of the grounds had 
the same high-board fence as the rear 
of the grounds. The whole front fence 
has been replaced with open galvanized 
wire fence. This uses the activity of the 
whole- front as a ballyhoo. The races 
are to be improved and are drawing 
more horses than ever from the States.

Keener business insight and some real 
showmanship are bound to pay sub- 
stantial dividends. Instead of abandon- 
ing the fair for a season after last year’s 
flop, the new management has tight- 
ened its belt, clinched its fist and done 
things. All of this thought and effort 
cannot fail of producing better results. 

Now, if only the carnival could see 
the light and pass out merchandise in- 
stead of gypping the people, the com- 
plete confidence of the people could be 
regained. 


The new secretary of this fair has the 
correct analysis of the situation. While 
not new, it is still effective. Improve 
or quit. It could be stated more ele- 
gantly, but not more truthfully. 


During the summer the Coaster, more 
than 25 years old, was blown over and 
demolished. This was a benefit, as it 
might have collapsed while operating. 
Now they are sure to have some improve- 
ments on that space. There are old 
Coasters in the States which should suf- 
fer a like fate before they score a major 
disaster. 


Makers in Readiness 


Here in the quaint old city, where the 
French made their beginning of Canada, 
we have exemplified the remedy for the 
amusement park business of America. 

Prune out the old, decadent, unsafe, 
useless and unprofitable. Replace it 
with the modern and up-to-date and 
put it over with showmanship.

It is now possible 
to displace all old major devices with 
new ones of seasoned worth. During 
the past depression the manufacturers 
have not been idle. They have com- 
plete or in incubation enough attrac- 
tions for a whole New and strictly mod- 
ern amusement park.

Playland’s Newspaper Day 
in record draw, while Edi-

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Those late Au- 
gust gambols in groups at.the amuse- 
ment parks are becoming a pet (and 
“come-in-handy”) occurrence around 
these parts, which speaks well for the 
metropolis. When you can get the folks 
out in big and solidified numbers on a 
special occasion in a so-called anti-pic- 
nic territory, you're doing something. 
Playland, up Rye way, and Luna, down 
Coney Island way, did it, the former on 
Tuesday and the Park of Lights on Au- 

gust 26, a Saturday. 


For reasons that have to do with 
pioneering, Playland’s was the more in- 
teresting to watch. For many weeks 
the Westchester spot had been cam- 
paigning a “Newspaper Day,” which, ac- 
count rain, was postponed from last 
week to this. Under the direction of 
Publicity Manager Paul Morris a thoro 
press plan was worked out which called 
for a coupon strip every day for about 
30 days in eight newspapers confined 
strictly to the county. No weeklies or 
periodicals were used. Presentation of 
coupon entitled holder free on any ride 
or attraction in the park. Since there 
is no gate admission there was no ac- 
curate way of checking the attendance, 
but it is estimated that 30,000 or 40,- 
000 people invaded the spot. 


The experimental end of it concerned 
the fact that the whole works was con- 
ducted on a free basis, and the fact that 
eight journals were tied up on the 
proposition, which is by way of being 
a gesture of good will to the people of 
the county and at the same time helped 
to step up newspaper circulation, thus 
bringing about newspaper good will in- 
directly. Crowd was the greatest in the 
history of the 6-year-old paradise play- 
ground, which has had mammoth at- 
tendance before. Probably no crowd of 
such proportions and mixture has ever 
visited a park in this country on a single 
day. Also, it is a little better than just 
“probably” that no other park or this 
side of the water has ever polled that 
many as a result of a free-coupon cam- 
paign. 

It is of some interest to note that 
more than a few park managers view 
the free idea with disfavor, Average spot, 
however, hasn't the facilities, which may 
account for the thumbs-down attitude 
on the part of most. Those that have 
prefer not to chance the gesture. Sig- 
nificantly enough, plenty of money was 
spent on repeats, not counting people 
who didn’t have enough of the tags 
to satisfy the whole family and people 
who didn’t hold any frees at all and 
just spent mazuma in the rush—by 
watching the others and szwimming 
along with the mob. Gus’s games caged 
the season’s top receipts. Refreshments 
very near the record. 

To be frank about it, the horde un- 
earthed a few ruffians and many inno- 
cents who, ganging some of the places, 
caused damage here and there. But on 
the whole it was a successful affair and 
truly a daring thing to tackle. 


As for the publicity gained, the 
reckoning is an invisible one. Morris 
claims 100,000 lines of free stuff. One 
of the papers, The Yonkers Herald- 
Statesman, transferred its editorial 
rooms to the park publicity office for 
the evening to scribe the results on the 
spot. During the campaign there were 
a number of free front-page layouts. 


Luna’s big party was not free, of 
course. Manager Rex Billings doesn’t 
believe in it. Tickets to the tune of 
close to 15,000 were distributed among 
employees of the Brooklyn Edison Com- 
pany on a bargain strip-ticket basis. Up- 
ward of 12,000 of the original were used, 
plus about 7,000 more on repeats. Park 
had one of its steadiest grinds from 
9 am, until nearly 2 a.m., or a 17-hour 
lap. At one in the Sunday morn a cou- 
ple of mobs were still going strong for 
attractions. John Guelfi Jr., succeeding 
Coach Cady as manager of the pool, who 
left to prof mathematics in Blue Island, 
Ill., took the post that day and had his 
hands full in what Billings calls a “‘bap- 
tism of fire” as the son of the famous

Betty Lyna, of Silver Roller Skates Derby 
fame, broke the girls’ track record by 
skating a quarter-mile exhibition in 53 
seconds flat. She represented the Inter- 
boro Club. Of nine men in a quarter- 
mile novice affair. Edward Garry 
emerged victor in 534-5. Final feature 
was a treat for the 1,000 skating fans 
present. Seven Class A skaters, cream 
of the Middle Atlantic States, battled it 
out {n an unlimited royal pursuit race. 
Contestants started at equal distances 
apart from one another. Vic Shankey, 
flying colors of Bear Mountain Sports 
Association, won out in one mile and 
three laps in 4:82-5. Vic was hard 
pressed by such finished performers 
as Eddie O’Rourke and Pentasco, of 
the Interboro Club. Dick Maer, Van 
Cortlandt Rink, New York. was the last 
man overtaken and eliminated by the 
victor. Dick was awarded second place 
and Joe Casey finished third. Murray 
Gorman, professional, former holder of 
the national one-mile amateur cham- 
pionship and former Eastern 10-mile 
amateur title holder, was introduced. 
The track measures 14 laps to the mile. 
Gold and silver medals were presented 
to the speed boys after each race by 
Taylor, who was gun starter and referee.

The article appeared under the art 
heading “‘Cabbages” (illustrated with a 
cabbage) in The Times of August 30 
and was written by T. E. Sharp. I know 
everyone interested in the billboard and 
radio and their allied branches will rel- 
ish it, and to make it possible to reprint 
it in full instead of taking only excerpts 
therefrom, I am giving up my allotment 
of space to this one subject this week. 

The article reads: 

Billboard! 

Radio! 

To get the average newspaper pub- 
lisher roiled up just mention either. 
They consider the billboard and the 
radio ag a rival for advertising business. 

Of course, billboard and radio each 
is a competitor of the newspaper for 
advertising business. 

But: What of it? 

Are not competitors entitled to com- 

te? 


The head of any firm that tries to 
throttle a competitor, instead of fight- 
ing it out on the fair field of merit, is 
a most pusillanimous person. Watch 
your pocketbooks when close to that 
breed. 

Every time Mr. Advertiser puts his 
name on a billboard or has it mentioned 
over the radio it takes money from the 
newspapers. 

Of course. 

What of it? 

Has not a competitor the right to 
make a living? 


t t t 

There is a field for biliboard adver- 
tising and radio advertising. 

Each carries the “flash” message. 

Neither directly can sell gocds. 

Nor can al! newspaper advertising sell 
goods. Much newspaper advertising is 
“name copy” carrying a flash message. 

t t t 


There are three classes Of advertising, 
to wit: Merchandise, institutional and 
name. 

It is recognized that merchandise ad- 
vertising can be used only in printed 
periodicals, chiefly in a newspaper, to a 
less extent in a magazine. (You can’t 
quote prices on billboard or radio and 
get results.) 

Institutional advertising goes best in 
a periodical, but can to some degree be 
used with profit on billboard or radio. 

Name advertising can be used to ad- 
vantage on billboard, over radio or in 
newspaper or magazine. 

t t 


Name advertising is important. 

When you ride along the highway and 
see the name “CAMEL” on a billboard 
alongside the picture of a pretty girl and 
accompanied by a five-word message it 
reminds you of something you’d walk a 
mile for. And you instinctively reach 
toward the cigaret pocket to test the 
supply. 

That is good advertising. And for the 
company it is valuable advertising. 

You will notice that Camel always 
gives a billboard message that you can 
read in full at 40 miles an hour. 


t 

The same with radio. 

In a 15-minute program the radio ad- 
vertiser must use 15 minutes of good 
entertainment and 1 minute of sales 
talk. If he talks for more than 60 sec- 
onds about his product his audience 
will walk out on him—dial him off. 

Yet there is a value to this advertis- 
ing minute. 

We have never been able to find a rea- 
son—except one motivated by selfish- 
ness—to rail against billboard advertis- 
ing. 

True, the billboard is a competitor. 
But it is up to each of us to sell our 
product in a competitive field.

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Ruling for Coin Machines 


In California Sales Tax 


Machines sold by jobbers within State and goods vended 
by machine are taxable—amusement machine intake not 
taxed—jobbers and operators must have permit 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 2.—To clarify the situation and to answer many ques- 
tions asked by members of the coin-machine trade, the status of sales of coin 
machines and products vended by machine was placed before the authorities and 
the following ruling obtained from the California State Board of Equalization at 
Gacramento, on the sales tax law that went into effect in this State on August 1: 
Whenever vending and amusement machines are sold to the operators thereof, the 
sales are taxable, notwithstanding that the sales are subject to a federal excise 


tax. Whenever the machine vends any 
property, as gum, cigarets, peanuts, etc., 
the operator must pay to the State a 
tax of 2% per cent of the total receipts 
from such machines. If, however, the 
machine vends no property, the tax need 
not be paid. 

This ruling was signed by Frank M. 
Keesling, assistant director, Sales Tax 
Division, California State Board of 
Equalization, Sacramento. Many ques- 
tions had been 1aised by members of 
the trade as to the application of the 
new sales tax law to amusement and 
vending machines, so the matter was 
placed before the authcrities to clarify 
the situation. 

All machines sold by jobbers within 
the State are subject to the tax and 
said jobbers must collect this tax in 
addition to the price of the machine. 
Before collecting the tax, each jobbe 
or retailer or operator must apply to 
the State Board for a retail permit, 
sending $1 with the application. This 
permit must be posted or carried with 
the jobber or operator. Every three 
months the jobber or operator will be 
required to submit a report of all sales 
for the quarter, with a check covering 
2% per cent of the sales made. This 
affects operators also. Every operator 
must have a permit and must make a 
report the same as retailers, if the ma- 
chines he operates vend merchandise. 
If not, the receipts are not taxable. 
Should an operator willfully refuse or 
try to evade the provisions of the Act a 
fine of $5,000, or six months, or both 
are possible. 

This ruling was obtained by a rep- 
resentative of The Billboard here and 
the information has helped to com- 
pletely clarify the situation for jobbers 
and operators in the State. It is under- 
stood that many questions about sales 
tax problems are being raised by the 
trade in other States that have passed 
the sales tax and this ruling will be 
of general interest.

The story is being 
released in @ campaign now underway 
and makes use of the fear appeal, well 
known in modern health advertising. 

A scientific analysis was made, in- 
cluding actual photomicrographs to def- 
initely and permanently record the start- 
ling information revealed by actual 
tests. It is perhaps the most scientific 
and authoritative use of research yet 
employed by a coin machine firm to 
provide the basis for a campaign to sell 
coin-operated machines. A _ reputable 
bacteriologist made the scientific studies 
for the firm. 

The Hy-G-Toi Sales firm is a new 
Organization here, under the direction 
of Edward C. Hansen, formed to market 
the Hy-G-Toi toilet seat cover venders, 
machines well known to the trade and 
filling an important place in the move- 
ment to modernize restrooms. Two 
machines will be featured, a penny sani- 
tary seat vender and a penny individual 
towel vender. A package vender is also 
made which dispenses a package of 10 
seat covers for 10 cents. The national 
advertising campaign is being arranged 
under the direction of Herbert O. Sim- 
mons, advertising counsel, in Chicago. 


Tango Game Is Problem 
For Western Operators 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 2. — Tango 
games in and around Los Angeles are 
taking considerable play from marble 
games on locations. In the last four 
months the tango parlors have opened 
thruout the city. Altho a city license 
has been required and there has been 
some opposition to the granting of 
same, the parlors are increasing each 
week. 

However, outside of Los Angeles the 
tango games are doomed. The county 
board of supervisors passed an ordinance 
this week, effectively immediately, ban- 
ning tango games in incorporated ter- 
ritory. 

In the four months past operators of 
the chance games have made big re- 
turns. Los Angeles newspapers have 
carried series of articles telling of the 
fortunes being made by tango operators 
from a “dime a game” individuals. 

The presence of the games has had its 
effect on legitimate pin games within 
the city as well as on slots, pins and 
marble games thruout the county. 


Upper Mich. To 
Have Local AMA 


DETROIT, Sept. 2.—Extension of or- 
ganization into an entirely new territory 
is in progress with the active work 
which is being begun among operators 
in the Upper Peninsula of Michigan. The 
Automatic Merchandisers’ Association of 
Michigan, the State trade group, has 
hitherto had no membership in this 
section of the State. Cut off by Lake 
Michigan from the rest cf the State, 
contacts in general have been slight in 
nearly every trade field. 

According to F. E. Turner, president of 
the Merchandisers, organization is being 
started by William F. Labrie, of the 
Coin Chain, of Escanaba. Labrie in ap- 
plying for membership. is planning to 
unite all operators in the Upper 
Peninsula into a locai group. Because 
of the great distance involved a separate 
group for most purposes is planned. 

This method has been used in the 
case of Detroit with much success. The 
revised charter of the State association 
provides for organization of city or 
regional associations which may carry 
out all functions of the State group 
within their territory. Detroit only has 
been so organized in the past and it has 
functioned well, with any local problems 
being handled by the Detroit group 
without calling in the whole State body. 
Local meetings are held monthly, with 
State-wide meets about twice a year. 
Turner is enthusiastic about the 
prospects for increase of membership in 
this new field. 


Diggers Show Increase 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 2.—Within recent 
weeks about 20 digger or crane machines 
bearing the legend “Operated by the 
American Legion Omaha Post No. 1” 
have appeared here. Police Inspector 
Samardick, commander of the Legion 
post, said he did nit know much about 
the arrangement. “Those machines 
have been orerating for 12 years at 
Krug Park,” he said. He also stated 
that he had not heard any complaints 
about them. It is reported that the 
Legion has a contract with some out-of- 
town promoters and that the Legion 
gets 50 per cent of the ‘intake of the 
machines, 


New York Jobbers Plan 
Local Branch of NADA 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—It is rumored 
that leading New York jobbers are 
getting together to form a local mem- 
bership of the National Automatic Dis- 
tributors’ Association. The members who 
belong to the local group will thus be- 
long to the national organization. 

It is suggested that the reason for 
this local move is to promote accord on 
the matter of prices.

Palestine Asks 
Special Chutes 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2. — New York 
Vending Company has just received an 
order from Jerusalem (British Protec- 
torate) te ship 15 pin tables. Most of 
the mach‘nes specified are Genco manu- 
factured games. The order calls for spe- 
cial coin chutes to accommodate the 
coins in use in Palestine. Two of the 
coins sent as samples to indicate what 
is wantec are 10-mill pieces, approxi- 
mately the size of our quarter and with 
a@ round hole in center; one was of 34 
less denomination, about the size of our 
dime and also with a round hole in 
center; another coin was Arabian and 
closely resembled the larger Palestine 
coins. 

Special ccin chutes will be made at 
the Genco factory in Chicago, also coin 
boxes to sccommodate the coins. The 
order called for a number of the Jiggers 
Jr. machines. This order has been traced 
to advertising in The Billboard. accord- 
ing to the firm. David Gensburg, of 
Chicago, happened to be at the New 
York Vend:ng office and is taking the 
order, typewritten in English, back to 
the factory, also the government ‘coun- 
terpart which accompanied the ietter 
and which is printed in Hebraic. 
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Publicity Put 
To Active Work 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2—An example of 
how Modern publicity and business 
methods is boosting the coin-machine 
trade can be seen here in the plans 
being used by the New York office of 
the Daval Manufacturing Company, Nat 
Cohn, manager. Mr. Cohn is recom- 
mending the Baltimore score record 
system to all operators and jobbers and 
is sending a letter of explanation about 
the system to all jobbers in his terri- 
tory. Ten free score sheet books go 
along with the letter. 


“We find that many storekeepers are 
not cautious enough with strangers,” 
says the letter. “Therefore it is up to 
the jobbers to initiate the use of the 
protective score-book system. Show the 
operator how to instruct the store- 
keeper in the use of the system. When 
a customer begins to play and hits a 
winner, all that is necessary for the 
storekeeper is to make out a slip, not- 
ing the number of points on the slip 
in triplicate sheets and give the player 
his record. 


“Let us suppose that the player has 
won four points. The storekeeper can 
enter ‘four points’ on the record slip 
and advise the player when he has 25 
points he gets a package of cigarets, or 
if he scores 50 or 100 points he will get 
some sort of a prize This system has 
proven to be protective in every sense 
of the word, as it protects the location 
from strangers, also protects the oper- 
ator since the record duplicates show 
how much has been paid out, etc. When 
the pin games with score cards first 
came out many operators believed that 
the locations would not take the trouble 
to go over to the machine to count the 
score and pay off the winners. We have 
found out since that the store owner 
is happy to spend a few minutes in 
checking up on scores and awarding 
players. The protective score-sheet sys- 
tem requires no more time than the 
ordinary way of checking up. 


“Another system which can be used 
is the profit-sharing system as used 
by the United Cigar Stores today. With 
this system the storckeeper gives out a 
coupon for every nickel played. In other 
words, when the player puts in 25 cents 
and does not hit a winner, he gets a slip 
marked ‘5 points.” Should he put in 
50 cents. he gets a slip marked ‘10 
points,’ etc., and when he gets 50 or 100 
points the storekeeper gives him some 
sort of prize. 


“We believe that by the use of these 
books, and we are more than certain 
that the operator will use them once 
you explain it to them, you will never 
again receive reports that a man had @ 
$30 take itn his machine and was 
forced to pay off $40 or $50, which 
made the operation of this machine 
unprofitable and discouraged the 
further sale to this same man. 


“There are hundreds of systems 
which can be worked out in your own 
territory by using these books, but re- 
Member that these books are sent you 
tree for the protection of your oper-

The night your re- 
porter visited this spot the crowds were 
five deep around each pin game. There 
are three shifts of 10 men each to han- 
dle the making of change, issue cou- 
pons, etc. 

Mrs. Faber, who was present, stated 
that the Sportland opened at 9 a.m. and 
continued until 4 a.m. the next morn- 
ing, and that from hour to hour the 
crowds grew larger. Attendants known 
personally py the reporter verified the 
fact of a steady increase tn crowds. 

Mrs. Faber explained a unique system 
for ketping record of the scores of play- 
ers. A regular bookkeeping system is 
used and its stimulation of the play is 
shown by the fact that two brothers 
have a record of more than 102,000 
points, and are accumulating them to- 
ward certain premiums that they want. 
The two brothers are said to live in 
Brooklyn and that they come to the 
Sportland about 12 midnight each eve- 
ning for an hour’s play to gain further 
points on their total score. 

Of tke 80 pin games, 45 of them are 
machines manufactured by the Genco 
firm in Chicago. The little Sky Ride, 
Jiggers, New Century and Silver Cup 
machines are all found. There are 12 
Sky Rides ir one battery and 10 Siiver 
Cups in another. A large scoreboard is 
placed near the entrance and a weekly 
prize contest is one of the features. It 
is stated that most of the players come 
there Might after night and tnat most 
of the patronage is repeat plav. 

Mrs. Faber states that as soon as the 
season is over at Rockaway the com- 
plete Sportiand will be moved into the 
city. She believes that sportlands of 
this character can be operated every- 
where in the United States as long as 
they are run with the plaver’s interest 
in mind Dave Gensburg, of the Genco 
firm, Chicago, was present and expressed 
the opinion that this was a “stupendous 
achievement to prove the popularity of 
the pin game.” 


Mail Reward Cards for

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—Hundreds of re- 
ward cards were mailed out last week 
by the Bally Manufacturing Company 
to supply operators of Crusader ma- 
chines already on location. The card is 
based on suggestions made by operators 
of the giant machine and has been care- 
fully checked to provide a uniform pay- 
off of between 40 and 45 per cent.

As a good cheer message for 
this week I find a news item stating 
something like the following: “Contrary 
to usual seasonal experience, bookings 
of Westinghouse Electric Manufacturing 
Company continue to show gains over 
the second quarter. Incoming business 
in August is showing increases over July 
and should carry out the record of every 
month of 1933, making a gain over the 
preceding months.” 

Many other firms and lines of business 
are making similar reports. Optimism 
about summer business is found among 
all the coin-machine firms also. Here 
is a typical letter, this one coming from 
B. D. Lazar, well-known Pittsburgh dis- 
tributor: 

“The truth of the matter is that we 
have been too busy to write to The 
Billboard. In fact, our last three months 
were the best we have ever experienced. 
We have been in this line of businss 
for more than 16 years and only by 
hard work and steady plugging do we 
make each succeeding month better 
than the one before. This has been our 
aim all along and we have finally 
reached it. We have been building up 
our business by honest and fair dealing 
with jobbers and operators alike. 


“We have operators that have been 
coming to our place, some of them for 
as many as 10 years, and when you have 
operators coming in steadily for 10 years, 
they must have been treated right, 
otherwise they would not continue com- 
ing. 


Manufacturers and operators of zig- 
aret vending machines wil! be interested 
in this preview of price movements on 
cigarets, published recently in the Chi- 
cagc Journai of Commerce: 

Students of the tobacco situation say 
that cigaret consumption will soon 
again be properly revealed by stamp 
withdrawal figures, in contrast to the 
distorted revelation of July figures, 
which showed a decline from July, 1932, 
after the two previous months had been 
18 per cent and 47 per cent over like 
1932 periods, 

Buying in anticipation of price in- 
creases filled jobbers’ and retailers’ in- 
ventories prior to July. Now it is bee 
lieved that stocks are down to normal 
and orders picking up so that with- 
drawal figures for August will be closer 
to actual consumption levels. As proof 
of the unusual sitation in cigarets in 
July it is pointed out that cigars, manu- 
factured tobacco and snuff all took siz- 
able jumps since they had suffered no 
pre-increase price buying in May and 
June. 

For the balance of the year cigaret 
buyers may count on no greater price 
increase than 50 cents a thousand plus 
whatever increased cost the NRA code 
may place on manufacturers. The code 
provided a maximum price of $6 a thou- 
sand plus increased expenses, compared 
with present schedule of $5.50 a thou- 
sand. Standard Statistics is reeommend- 
ing long pull purchases of American 
Tobacco, Reynolds and Liggett & Myers 
B stocks. 


The Battle Cry 


Under the caption “The Battle Cry of 
the Blue Eagle,” the Charles Daniel Frey 
Company, Chicago advertising firm, uses 
a full page in bold display in a daily 
newspaper to express the following mes- 
sage of new business courage. The coia- 
machine trade will note with profit that 
quality and not price is to be empha- 
sized in selling, and that a new day of 
advertising opportunity is here: 

“I have no words strong enough or 
voice Icud enough to emphasize this 
point.” . . . It is Administrator General 
Hugh S Johnson speaking from Balti- 
more, . . “The public must buy now. 
It must buy under the Blue Eagle and 
it must buy to the full extent of its 
reasonable and prudent needs.” 

The Blue Eagle has sounded its battle 
cry to the nation. 

Hours have been shortened. Wages 
raised, Men put to work. Production 
increased. To complete the reconstruc- 
tion cycle, the one all-essential arc 
needed is buying. The success of the 
NRA depends upon it. 

The national necessity is the individ- 
ual necessity of the employer under the 
NRA standard. 


The Coin Chute 


By SILVER SAM 


To support increased wages he must 
increase his business. Increased busi- 
ness can come only from increased buy- 
ing. One is impossible without the 
other. 

Who is going to do all this buying? 
True, the millions of men who are re- 
turning to work will add as many mil- 
lions to the market as consumers. These 
cannot, however, be looked to for the 
entire additional demand needed. 

A lot of things have happened to 
markets and buying habits since the 
peak of 1929 was left behind. 

The nation at large, because of un- 
employment and reduced incomes, has 
curbed desires and cut living standards 
during the depression years. New wishes 
must be instilled and fresh standards 
must be raised. 

Consumers have been a ready prey for 
the siren of low prices. Once loyal 
customers of certain stores and stanch 
friends of this brand and that have 
been lured away by bargains. They 
must be won back to quality. 

Some 4,000,000 people have died. A 
market equal to the population of Ohio 
has passed out of the national picture. 
Some 5,000,000 more who know little or 
nothing about your product have be- 
come of buying age. They must be 
educated. 

Such is the task that faces American 
business today—task and necessity. It 
cannot be met with price cuts, secret 
discounts or special sales compens’tions. 
These methods of competition have been 
outlawed. 

Here is a clear-cut job for advertising. 
Administrator Johnson put it in these 
words: “Good advertising will become 
more essential than ever. It will be in 
a position to help the business executive 
avoid those wasteful and expensive prac- 
tices in selling which so often add need- 
less costs to needed products. . .. 

“Constructive selling competition will 
be as strong as ever and there will be 
great need for aggressive seles and ad- 
vertising efforts. The only kind of com- 
petition that is going to be lessened is 
the destructive cut-throat kind of com- 
petition which harms industry and the 
public as well.” 

Just as good advertising created buy- 
ing preference, built markets, strencth- 
ened distribution, increased production 
and lowered costs—before advertising 
appropriations were blue-penciled — it 
can accomplish these same results teday. 

Sound advertising — directed by far- 
seeing executives, ably planned by a 
seasoned advertising agency, and placed 
in media that have maintained the con- 
fidence of the public — must be indus- 
try’s mouthpiece in taking up the Blue 
Eagle’s battle cry. 


Public Hearing 


A public hearine on the Salt Lake 
City ordinance for licensing pin games 
and vending machines was scheduled for 
August 30. As this is being written, 
we have not received a news report of 
the meeting. The following news item 
appeared in The Tribune, of that city, 
announcing the public hearing, and will 
give an idea of the situation there: 

A public hearing on the proposed or- 
dinance to license vending machines 
and marble games was set for August 30 
by the city commission. 

Completed drafts of the proposed law 
were presented to the commission by 
City Attorney Fisher Harris, The hear- 
ing date was set without debate on 
recommendation of Mr. Harris. 

The attorney explained in a letter 
accompanying the measure that a hear- 
ing would be advisable to correct im- 
pressions that the commission proposes 
to license illegal eames. 

Repeated statements have been issued, 
the commission noted, that the pro- 
posed law will license only legal vending 
machines as a source of revenue for the 
city as well as to provide better control 
of the slot machine trade. 

The proposed law provides license fees 
of $1 to #25 a year for devices of dif- 
ferent types, and adds a genera! fee of 
$200 a year for distributors. Operation 
of the machines at places near schools 
or playgrounds is expressly forbidden in 
the measure.

The trend is toward cleaner adver- 
tising by both the manufacturers and 
the distributors.

Babe Kavfman 
has been out shopping and visitors no 
doubt will be stunned with her new 
clothes.

Denies Premiums 


Ruled Out by NRA 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Frank H. 
Waggoner, editor of Premium Practice, 
New York, the story of whose fight to 
retain the use Of premiums under the 
various codes of fair competition is told 
in the August issue of Tide, the maga- 
zine of advertising and marketing, states 
that it is absolutely untrue that the 
National Recovery Administration has 
ruled out premiums either by manufac- 
turers or retailers; that, in fact, the 
administration has thus far refused to 
commit itself as to its attitude, altho 
the entire subject is being accorded 
most careful consideration. 


Mr. Waggoner also states that while 
there are some codes that contain pro- 
posed provisions against premium use, 
there are other codes that specifically 
provide for their retention. Thus far, 
he says, the oil code is the only one 
approved that contains any provision 
opposed to premium use, and that even 
this code is subject to amendment by 
the President.

Retail Store Code Has 
Ban on Chance Idea 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2. — A revised 
code for retail stores was presented to 
the administration here after a three- 
day session. It is reported that there 
was much division of opinion among 
retail groups as to new and stringent 
clauses banning many so-called unfair 
trade practices. Operators of coin ma- 
chines are intensely concerned in the 
code for retailers because the retail 
stores form a large part of the bulk of 
locations for amusement devices. If 
adopted the new code will affect ap- 
proximately 1,500,000 stores thruout the 
country. 

The retail code as proposed forbids a 
store to advertise that it generally un- 
dersells a competitor, and what is of 
most interest to the amusement-ma- 
chine trade, it forbids commercial mer- 
chandise lotteries and schemes of 
chance, etc. The retail grocery and 
drug-store codes, previously submitted, 
also contained strong provisions against 
lotteries, chance’ prizes, etc. It is not 
yet known how these codes will be in- 
terpreted as to giving prizes on skill 
amusement games. 


Four-Reel Called “All- 
Location” Type Machine 


DETROIT, Sept. 2—IM line with the 
trend of the times to give patrons of 
coin machines greater rewards to try for, 
the Caille Brothers Company announce 
increased production on their four-reel 
Silent Sprinx machine, which is said to 
be growing in favor as an “all-location” 
machine. 

The Caille firm pioneered the Grand 
Prize idea with their first four-reel ma- 
chine some time ago. Recently, they 
have equipped the machines with an 
improved permanently silent mechanism 
and have noted an unusual demand for 
the mechines. This has necessitated 
greatly increased production, according 
to Leo J. Kelly, who recently joined the 
Caille firm to head up coin machine 
sales. Mr. Kelly, formerly assistant 
sales manager of the Mills Novelty Com- 
pany, indicated that the Caille firm is 
preparing an extensive and aggressive 
fall advertising campaign that will be 
distinctly advantageous to operators in 
Obtaining better locations. 


Beckwith Goes to Texas 
For Extended Business 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—B. L. Beckwith, 
proprietor of the Canadian Games Com- 
pany, Winnipeg, was in Chicago this 
week on his way to Dallas where he wil! 
spend three weeks or more on business. 
He took ir the World’s Fair here and 
also visited a number of manufacturers. 
It is reported that he placed an order 
for a shipment of games back to his 
plant in Canada. He also stated that 
he was impressed with One of the new 
table games that has only recently been 
announced here. 

Mr. Beckwith reports that pin games 
have had a slow seagpn in Canada and 
that he was about to.say they are thru. 
“But,” he explained, ‘if we could give 
prizes on the games) they would get a 
hig play. The Caradian law forbids 
prizes on gam¢s where there is a mix- 
ture of skill and chance. I have spent 
considerable time trying to get a ruling 
from the officials which will permit the 
giving of prizes On the games, but so 
far I have net been successful.” 


Baltimore Record Plan 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 2.—The Baltimore 
Salesbook Company has recently revised 
its literature explaining the profit-shar- 
ing accumulative record system offered 
to operators. The new booklet of ideas 
and suggestions is based on experience 
and intensive trials under actual oper- 
ating conditions and should prove very 
helpful to operators. The new record 
and award system is being offered thru 
jobbers, and regional meetings are also 
being held in key cities where the plan 
is explained in detail to operators. 

A 30-day trial plan is being offered to 
operators, also coupon books are being 
furnished for special types of machines, 
with an illustration of the machine on 
the record sheets. This is considered as 
the most advanced type of advertising 
for amusement devices.

had asked’ the BAA to include in its 
contracts the clause “no performer shall 
work in any house other than those op- 
erated by members of the NBAA.” He 
also wished to address them. In return, 
the NBAA Wvould have considered adopt- 
ing the BAA'’s standard contract forms. 

The Herk suggestion and its turning 
down, however, almost brcught a split 
within the BAA’s ranks. After the sug- 
gestion had teen voted down by 158 to 
34, a group of BAA dissenting members 
circulated a petition for a special meet- 
ing to reconsider the question. Sam 
Raynor, Murray Briscoe, Charlie Harris, 
Red Marshall and Murray Leonard were 
among the petition signers. According 
to the BAA constitution, such a petition 
must have 20 names and must be pre- 
sented to the president—or, in his ab- 
Sence, the first vice-president—who can 
call the meeting within two weeks. 

There is confusion as to whether the 
meeting was called properly. Palmer 
Cote, the BAA secretary, says it was not 
called according to rules. However, the 
minority group did gather at the Clar- 
idge Hotel to vote in favor of the Herk 
proposal. Herk had accepted to address 
this meetif-, but declined when he 
learned it was not a regularly ordered 
meeting. 

In the meantime, the BAA reports the 
Gotham Theater here (Abe Minsky and 
Jack Rovenger) has signed up, in addi- 
tion to Benny Bernard, of Utica, N. Y. 
The NBAA, of course, constitutes the 
bulk of burly operators and it has not 
yet straightened out its differences with 
the performers’ organization. Its code 
is in Washington, meanwhile, and the 
BAA is preparing its case for the burly 
actor. Attempt to create a central book- 
ing bureau for all burly artists was vir- 
tually a near riot at the first meeting 
and this proposition is now considered 
cold for all time.
